Diſparagement both of the Mint, and the whole Nation. 


Any ſuch Stop muſt be a great Hardſhip and Loſs to thoſe, 
who have Silver therein. 


ITI. It may tend to the Ruin of ſome, who, upon the Belief of 
its Security there, may have ſometimes the value of the beſt part of

IV. That thoſe Perſons, that uſually Coin, will be very Cautious 
of carrying Gold or Silver to the Mint.

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INCE it has been found neceſſary to keep the Coin of this Kingdom in its 
full Weight and Goodneſs; and ſince Gold is fo far above its true Value 
in reſpect of the Silver : Will it not be impoſſible to keep our Silver Coin 
in England, when the Dutch, and other Nations, can, by ſending us Gold, 

and receiving Silver Coin for the ſame, get at leaſt zo per Cent? And is it not 

too much to be feared, that if Gold does not immediately fall, we ſhall ſend out 
few Goods, the Coin of the Nation, yielding our Neighbours the greateſt 

Profit ? Nor can it be expected that Bullion ſhou'd fall, ſo long as Gold holds the 

Price; and if ſo, what can we think will become of the Silver Coin as faſt as it 

appears in the World ? 

It is too true, that vaſt Quantities of Gold have been brought from Hwlland, &e. 
and coin'd at the Tower ; and *tis reported there is ſtill a great deal there to be 
coin'd : For all which they expect to receive at the rate of fix good Crowns per 
Guinea; by which Trade, in one Year the. Nation will loſe much more than by 
the War, Nay, if this extraordinary Price of Gold continues, tho' Guinea's 
ſhould be prohibited coining at the Tower, will not our Neighbours coin them for 
us, and fend them ready done, for Crown-Pieces? I am well affured, that 
if Gold ſhould be at 23 s. the Guinea, and Silver at 5 s. 2 d. per Ounce, England 
will ſuffer much thereby; for it is an undonbted Truth, that whatſoever 
Nation does not keep a true Value with their Neighbours of Gold and Silver, that 
which is undervalued will be carried off, without a poſlibility of any Act to hinder 
che ſame. 

The next Conſideration will be, how to bring Guinea's to 21 s., 64d. their 
true Value : And what an extraordinary Loſs will the Nation receive thereby 2 
I fear the Conſequences will be very great, if not ſpeedily brought to that Price; 
and wiſh it may not in few Months pur a ſtop to Trade. 

Bur it is the general received Opinion, That if good Money was made to circulate, 
it would be a means to reduce Gold to its true Value, I wiſh it may, and doubt not, it 
that would do, to propoſe a way the molt likely to effe&t ir, by bringing our all 
hoarded Money, and ſupplying the want of Silver ; which would raiſe Three 
Millions of Money, and be no ways burdenſome to the Nation; and might alſo 
be revok'd in fix Months, if ever the Parliament ſhould think fit to do the ſame, 
Which Project has been ſhewn to ſome Members of the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mons : But, by reaſon of the multiplicity of Buſineſs, at that time, of thoſe that 
were to view the ſame, and ſince of the Author's inability to attend therein, it 
has been wholly laid aſide. He had likewiſe Reaſons to preſent to the Houſe, 
whereby he makes it appear to be more feaſible, and for the greater Advantage of 
the Nation at preſent, that Silver be brought up to6 s. 3d. an Ounce, and Gold 
anſwerable to that Price, than to bring Gold to the Value of Silver, at 5s. 24. an

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Not having an Opportunity to end my Diſcourſe with you about Settling of Guineas, 
1 am bold thus to give you my Thoughts thereon, and that very briefly, not too much 
to interrupt your other Affairs. 24 


OR above Twenty Years paſt Gxineas have been commonly Received and Paid at 21 s. 64. a ſmall 
matter more or lefs, till of late, and within a Year laſt paſt, by the Evil Deſigns of the Enemies to 
the Kingdom, and for Private Intereſt, the Silver Moneys were Clipt above One Third Part leſs, and 

the Gold raiſed above One Third Part more in value, than what it was Coyned for, which hath notoriouſly 
—_— the preſent Inconveniency upon us, in reſpect to our Coyn. 

Therefore | humbly conceive it abſolutely Neceſſary, and not beyond the Wiſdom and Power of the Nation, 
ſpeedily to remedy this Evil ; which, with Submiſſion, I am apt to believe is eaſily done, by ſettling Gjneas 
at 21 5. 6d, without any ſuch dangerous Conſequences as by ſome are Objected. As,

And, 
3- Not lent to the King. 


For my Opinion, I offer the following Reaſons, and Anſwer to thoſe Three Objections. 


6 4. for 
Currant and Lawful Money of England, with a Liberty for the King or Subject voluntarily ro accept or receive 
them in Payment, or Purchaſe them with Silver, at any Price not exceeding 22 5. u ſevere Penalties, it 
will be fo near the Intrinſick and Proportionable Value of our Broad Silver and Mill'd Money, that it will 
immediately reſtore to us the ule of all our Gold and good Silver Coyn in the Nation; which in a great mea- 
ſure will ſupply the Occaſions of the King, and fatisfie the People : And till they are fectled, ſome keep up the 
Gold, and others the Silver Unclipp'd and Mill'd Money, and fo leave no Money art all to ſupply the Neceſſities 
of the Poor. I have heard the Pretences on all ſides, and conclude, That not One Man of a Thouſand will 
be any conſiderable ſufferer in this matter throughout the Kingdom. There may be Five Hundred or One 
Thouſand Men that have above Five Hundred or One Thouſand Gineas each ; which are the Men that may 
or will make moſt noiſe againſt ir, and endeavour to keep them up to 26 s. or higher : and many of them may 
have gotren as much by the Riſe, as they will loſe by the Fall ; and the Fall cannot Undoe them : They are beſt 
able ro bear it. I moſt pity the Midling ſort of People, Tradeſmen, Farmers, Tenants, &c. both in City and 
Country : Bur for them in our preſent Exigency, and in this General Calamity, which is like a Fire in a Ciry 
'or Town, which affects not bur where it fails; I can ſee no betrer Remedy than to prevent the farther Increaſe 
of ir. The General Cry of the Poor and Midling People, is for to have Guinea fertled ar any Rate: And it is 


better for every Man to bear his preſent Loſs, chan to be Undone for want of Trade, which is like to come to 
a full ſtop.

| INCE the Reformation of the Coin of this Kingdom to its Original Standard, by 
the late Act of Parliament, we yet ſeem to be diſappointed of thoſe Advantages 


we expected in Trade, (on which the Publick ſo much depends) and is conceived 

to ariſe from the Diſproportion which ſtill remains between the eſtabliſhed Value 
of Silver, and the preſent Currency of Guineas, viz. 215.64. to 30s, equal to 39 4 per 
Cent. From whence it follows, 

That Gold ſhall be imported upon us at ſecond-hand, and the beſt of our Silver, ſo faſt 
a> it comes abroad, be carried out in Paiment thereof; for even now is expected the Arri- 
val of a conſiderable Addition of Gold to the many hundred thouſand Ounces that have 
been imported fince the Advance of Guineas. So that it will be impoſlible to prevent the 
Exportation « onr Money : For what we receive in Gold we mult pay for in Silver, at 
39 -. per cent, LOIS. 

That whilſt we have Sums of Money to remit, for the Expence of an Army abroad, 
the Courſe of Exchange will continue in great Diſproportion to the intrinſick Value of 
our Silver, viz. 30 tO 40 fer cent, Loſs on the publick Remilles, and muſt of neceſlity 
cauſe the Supplies granted to his Majeſty to fall ſhort, and ſo ſtraiten our Afﬀairs, to the 
[oſs of ſome Advantages we might have over our Enemies, which yet at laſt muſt be paid 
with Intereſt by the Publick. 

Thar the Importation of Gold does farther add to the Over-Ballance of Trade, and 
Increaſe of our Debt abroad, which being uſually returned, immediately interferes with 
the publick Remilles, beating down the Exchange, to our great Diſadvantage. 

That from the preſent Courſe of Exchange, it follows, that foreign Commodities can» 
not be imported into England at moderate rates, and is found to be more than a double 
Tax upon the People. | : 

That whilſt the Courſe of Exchange continues thus, no Silver can be imported from 
Spain, and their Weſt- India Flota being expected the beginning of next Winter, other Na- 
tions will have Opportunity not only to receive their own, but that alſo which we mighs 
have expected as a Supply, while our Silyer is continually exhauſting. 

That the unſettled Price of Guineas creates great Confuſion in Trade amongſt the 
good Subjects of this Kingdom, while 'tis permitted to make a Trade of buying and 
ſelling them, Men forcing their Creditors to accept their Debts in this Species at 3 or 4 
pzr cent, more than the Debtors uſually buy them at 3 which Inconvenience muſt be ac- 
knowledged by all who are not bialled by ſome immediate Profit to themſelves in this 
pernicious way of dealing. 

That ManufaCtures and Proviſions being generally paid for in Guineas at thirty Shil- 
iings, they mult needs be bought at Rates in proportion thereto, and ſo dear, that few 
can be exported to Turkey, Italy, Spain, and Portugal, for the Supply of their Markets, 
and lncouragement of our Factories abroad, and may cauſe a total Loſs of the Expence of 
many Commodities, as found by Experience in mix'd Serges, Silk and Worſted Stockings, 
Chcnies, &c. the Natives ſupplying their Wants otherwiſe 3 ſo that for a preſent imagi- 
nary Convenience we may loſe the real Advantages of a conſiderable part of our Trade 
{or the furure. | 

That if Guineas be reduced to a proportionable Value with the Silver Coin of this 
Kingdom, no more Gold will be imported upon us, but from thoſe Places which naturally 
produce it, and that alſo in return of our Commodities. 

That our Armies may be? paid abroad partly in this Species, and ſo return it from 
whence it came, and thereby the Ballance of Trade be on our ſide, the Conſequence 
of which will be, 

T hat the Exchanges for the Reſidue of the Publick Remiſſes and Trade will come to, 
or exceed the Par, 4. e. the intrinfick Value of our Coin, whereby our Charges 
abroad may be defrayed at much leſs Expence of Engliſh Money. 

That foreign Commodities will be brought in on reaſonable Terms : 

Increaſe the Exportation of our own Commodities for the Supply of foreign 
Markets, and imploying the Poor of this Kingdom. 

Silver imported to ſupply the preſent Deficiency, and then no Fear will remain 
that our New Coin ſhall be ſhipp'd off: 

May it not then be wiſtd it were conſiſtent with the Prudence and Wiſdom of this Par- 
liament, (from whom the trading Part of this Nation bave already received ſo great Pe- 
nefits) that no more Gold may be coined, thar all Stock-jobbing, 5. e. buying or ſelling 
of Guineas, be ſtriCtly forbidden: And whatever May be the l{lye, the firſt Loſs will be 
the belt, eſpecially when that is rather imaginary than real.

Uſt as this was going to the Preſs, I heard ſome talk, that the Parliament would 
not alter the Silver, but fix Guinea's at 21 or 22s, andſo to paſs Current and for 
no more, but the Bank to take them inat 1s or 2s higher, to encourage the ſpeedy 
compleating the Subſcriptions, and the King to have the Money the ſooner: 1 anſwer, 
This is a kind of Neceſlitating Perſons to come in ; our People had rather be drawa 
than drove : What do.they now ſay ? Why the Government has got the Silver, and 
now they are going to getall the Gold too, by tying us to loſc ſo much by our Guinea's, 
-or we muſt bring them in: My Humble Thoughts, with ſubmiſſion ro Yours, till is, 
That if Gold and Silver be Settled as aforeſaid, and to paſs Current ro King and People, 
it will ſo bring zll out, that the Bank will be ſooner full, eſpecially if a good diſcount 
for prompt Paymeat be Allowed ; which ia my opinion is the better way, then ſuch 
a method about the Guinea's. 

And another thing I have juſt met with is, That the Parliament having Settled 
Silver, to doand undo a thing the ſame Seſſion, would argue weakneſs, and be ſom- 
thing Diſhonourable : I Anſwer, Parliaments have made AQts one Seſſion, and have 
ſeen reaſon in a little time to alter them ; and why may it nor be ſo the ſame Seflion, 
ina thing of ſuch an Abſtruſe and Difficult matter as this ?

REASONS humbly offered againſt Paſſing an Aft for Raifing Ten Emdredl Thouſand 
Pounds, to make good the Deficiency of the Clipt=Money, a paying the Overplus by 
Bills or Tickets, on a Fund to be Appropriated for that Purpoſe. 


I. Hat it may be preſumed the old Money, taking largeand ſmall together, wants 
one third of the intrinſick worth. 


2. That it is demonſtrable by ſeveral Banks of Money, &c. That there is 
above Six Millions of the old Money in England; therefore it requires two 
Millions to make good the deficiency of Clipt Money. 

3- That ſince the old Money wants one third of the Intrinſick Worth, if it be Rex 
coyned, and returned Weight for Weight, ( according to the Opinion of the Committee, 
order'd to receive Propoſals to prevent Clipping of Money ) there will not be ſo much 
Money by a third part, as there is now in England, viz. If there be now Six Millions, 
there will then be but Four,ſo that the Subje&s will want vioney ro Commerce & Trade 
withall, and to pay the King's Taxes, Sc. And the Subjets nor having Money enough \ 
to uſe in Trading, many Debts muſt be contratted, which will cauſe many Suits in Law. 
The ColleQors of the King's Taxes muſt make Diſtreſs upon the Subje&s Goods for want 
of Money ; the Tennants will want Money to pay their Rents, &c. All which will 
prove grievous to the Kingdom. © 


That if it be «ffer'd, That theſe Bills, or Tickets, will make go: d the ſaid Defeft. 


It is humbly Anſwer'd, 


: 4- Thar as theſe Bills or Tickets ſhall come to be paid off, there will be a continual 
decreaſe of our Coyn, and when they hall be all paid off, then our Money both in 
Specie and Effet will be reduced one third part leſs than there is now in the Kingdom ; 
And Silver being now ſo very dear, we cannot have any new Money Coyned to help 
the ſaid ſcarcity of Money. 

5- That the Rumour of having Bills or Tickets for the Deficiency of Clipt Money 
hath put ſuch a ſtop to Trade, that moſt Merchants, Goldſmiths, and other Dealers re- 
fuſe to take Clipt Money, conceiving ſuch Bills or Tickets will not anſwer the end of 
Money in Commerce or Trade; fo that i is probable, it it ſhould be EnaQted,it will put 
a general ſtop to Trading. 

6. That the ſaid Method will not prevent Clipping of Money, for it is humbly con- 
ceived, that it is the Opinion of the jaid Committe, That the Money will be voluntarily 
brought to the Mint for lucre of the Intereſt per Cent. by the faid Bills or Tickets, but 

- then they will bring none but ſmall Money ; becauſe, ſhould they bring in the large Mo- 
ney, they will have no profit by it. Moreover, it cannot be done through the __—_ 
by the faid Method in leſs than three or four years; in which time it is probable, all the 
remaining Money will be Clipt, ſo that this Methed will not ſtop Clipping of Money. 


Therefore, 7o prevent Clipping and falſe Coyning of Money for the future, with little 
Trouble or Charge to the King or SubjeCts, or putting a ſtop to Trade, and that there may be 
as much Money in the Kingdom as there is at preſent. 


ht is humbly Propoſed, 


That ſince the old Money is worth two thirds of the Intrinſick Value, it ſhould be all

Humbly offer'd for the making a Law to probibit the Expor- 
tation of All Silver which bas been, or ſhall be once melted 
in England, and to prevent the Clipping of our Money 
for the future. | 


Y a Law made in the 15th of Charles the 2d. Chap. 7. Sect. 12 
All ſozts of Fozeign Coin, oz Bullion of Gold oz Silver, 
are allow'd to be tranſported Cuſtom free. | 

This was defign'd to be an Advantage to our Trade, and:an 

& Increaſe of our Coin, as the Title of the Act, and the Law it 

ſelf (Sef. 12.) ſhews: But contrary to this, through the frau- 

dulent Contrivance of fome deſigniog Men (who have advanced 
themſelves on the Publick Ruin ) there has- been (under the Umbrage of this 

Law) a Trade carried on to the univerſal Detriment of the Nation, the leſſening 
of our Coin, and to the Deſtruction of Trade, properly ſo call'd. 

This appears from the miſerable EffeAs which the Nation at preſent ſadly 
feels, both in reſpet of the Diminution of our Publick Treaſure, and the Clip» 
ping, and debaſing all our running Caſh: For tho it cannot be ſuppos'd, That 
that A ever intended any other Bullion than Foreign (3. e. ſuch as has not been 
melted down and wrought here in Eng/and ) ſhould be exported; yet under the 
pretence of ſuch Bullion, not only Silver manufaQured here, but alſo almoſt all 
our Mill'd Money, if not vaſt Quantities of Clippings (melted into Ingots) have 
been exported openly, under the Name of Foreign Bullion. 

There has been ( as appears by the Account of the Mint) between the Tear 
1662, and 1689. above Ten Millions of Gold and Milld Silver Money 
Coin'd in this Kingdom, which is ſuppos'd to be twice as much as all the Mo- 
ney at preſent in the Nation, and ten times as much as all the Mild Money 
that's left among us 3 ſo that nine Parts in ten have been melted down, and 
then publickly exported ( Cuſtom-free ) under the name of Foreign Bullion : 
And from this Exportation of vaſt Quantities of our Bullion tro Amſterdam, &c, 
for the Coining of Liow- Dollars , it is that the Zurk is ſupplid with vaſt Sums 
to carry on the War againſt the Chriſtian World. For tho the Dutch allow the 
Coining of thoſe Dollars, (tho an old Daniſþ Coin) which are more than 30 per 
Cent. (above their true Value) yet they allow it only to the Importer of Bul- 
lion, who allows the State 18 per Cent. for Coinage, and gains above 12 per 
Cent. to himſclf for Importation. And it's neither unreaſonable nor groundleſs to 
believe, that much of our Bullion is got over into France, fince that Kingdom has 
raisd their Money 10 per Cent. which muſt neceſſarily encourage the Importation 
of Silver thither, and by conſequence enable them the more vigorouſly to carry 
on the War againſt us. | 

From this publick Allowance to Export all forts of Bullion, ill Men have had an 
opportunity of carrying off Clippings, without publick Suſpicion: And that great 
Quantities of that fort of Silver have been exported, is not groundleſs to believe, 

| ſince 
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ſigce within theſe five Years laſt paſt (tho there has been very little Imported) 
about 18000000 of Ounces of Silver have been Exported to Holand and other 
places (as appears by the Cuſtom: Houſe Books) beſides what's ſent away and 
not entred, which would have Coin'd above 4650000 /. Sterling : and if the 
Exporters were to be examined whence. they had this Silver, it's too likely, 
that the tracing of their Market would rwii up as high as the Clippers Shears. 
So that our Treaſure in five Years laſt*paſt is much: diminiſhed, and will con- 
tinue to diminiſh (unleſs timely prevented): till we have nothing bur falſe and 
adulterated Money left among us, with which at preſent our Coin is fo vitia- 
ted, that the Cties of the Poor (who are generally the Sufferers by this falſe 
Money) are fuch as deferve both Pity and Redreſs. / 


To remedy which, 1t's pray'd that a Law be made to Probhibit the Exportation of all 
Bullion, that has been once melted in thi Nation, and that our Money be all new 
coin'd, to prevent all Clipping for the time to come. |

affirmed by thoſe that have formerly. ſerv'd the Army, that they never ſent 
Silver melted in- Eng-and, for that purpoſe ; and if the Accounts of thoſe that 
have been the great Exporters of our Bullion be examined, *rwill be tound that 
not One Ounce in Ter was ſent for that Service.

Anſ. It's neither defir'd, nor propos'd, that a Law be made to hinder the Ex- 
portation of Bullion in General ; but only that all ſuch Bullion as has been once 
melted down here in Eng/and, ſhall not be Exported ; that fo we may keep the 
Treaſure we are at preſent poſleſt of, and hereafter when the Merchant finds as 
good a Market here as elſewhere, it may be encreaſed ; which unleſs we do, an 
Univerſal Poverty muſt inevitably break in upon us.

The French, who are the moſt conſiderable of our Neighbours, and 
areacknow | ro underſtand their Intereſt as well azany, baverais'd 
their Crowg one Fifrh part ; for whereas before che War it went but for 
Sixty Sols , it is now made to paſs for Seventy rwo; and yer they pay 
no more Sols to their Forces per Diem, than they did before, by which

IS preſent Majeſty by his Letters Patents, dated in Juxe 1694, did grant unto Abel Slaney, Daniel Barton, and others, ſole 
Power, Licence and Authority to make Copper Farthings and Half-pence, and to utter and diſpoſe of the ſame for 
ſeven Years from the Date, for their own Benefit, without paying any Rent, or other Advantage to the Crown for 
the ſame: In Conſideration whereof they Covenanted with His Majeſty to change all ſuch Tin Farthings (except 
Counterfeit ) as had been formerly made, to any Perſons that ſhould bring them to their Office, without any delay, 


after the rate of 200 /. a Week, for the like quantity by Tale of Copper Farthings and Half-pence, and ſhould melt down the 
{ame, ſo as none ſhould remain unmelted above fourteen days. | 


And that they ſhould make their Copper roo—_ and Half-pence intirely of pure fine Merchantable Engliſh Copper, in them- 
ſelves of equal Weight, or as near as may be, and ſhould make no more of a Pound Weight of Copper than Twenty one Pence, 


with a Remedy not exceeding two Farthings ; and that the ſame ſhould be rolled and milled, and made in Workman-like manner, 
and that they ſhould fell them tor no more than the Value of Farthings or Half-pence. 


But the ſaid Patentees not regarding the Publick Good, nor the Performance of the Conditions of their Patent, and defigning to 
make great Advantages to themſelves, have uſed very unjuſt and deceitful means to avoid the changing and melting down the ſaid Tin 


Farthings, and have made their Copper ones of worſe Metal, and much lighter than they are obliged; and many exorbitant 
Frauds and Abules they have under colour of their ſaid Patent put upon his Majeſty and his People. 


As firſt; They have refuſed ro exchange the ſaid Tin Farthings when they have been brought to their Office, but wearied out 
the Bringers with tedious Delays and Attendances, and then imploy'd their Servants and others to buy vaſt quantities of the ſaid 
Tin Farthings at but 8 or 10s. for a Pound Sterling; and have ordered and permitted ſuch only as belonged to themſelves 
and their Servants, or at the moſt ſome very ſmall quantities of the common Peoples, ( for ſhew only ) to be exchanged. 


The Patentees to colour their Fraud in buying and exchanging, as aforeſaid, with ſome ſhew of Publick Juſtice, made an Or- 
der, that every one having any quantities of the ſaid Tin Farthings ſhould enter their Names and Quantities in their Office, pro- 
miſing to exchange weekly 200 /, proportionably amongſt ſuch Perſons as ſhould ſtand in Priority 1n their Books ; and would 
weekly ſend out Notes or Tickets to the Perſons to whoſe turn it ſhould thus happen, to come and exchange their due Proportions 
of the ſaid 200 /. but in thoſe Books many hundreds of ſham and feigned Names, with ſuppoſed quantities of Tin Farthings were 


inſerted, thereby to abuſe ſuch Perſons as ſhould inſpect their Books, with a belief that there were far greater Quantities to be 
exchanged than really were. 


And to make appear the unjuſt Advantage the Patentces make to themſelves, they have ordered their Servants weekly to divide 
50, 60, or at the molt 70 /. amongſt a certain number of Perſons as they ſtood in their Books, proportionably to their ſeveral 
Sums, and ſent out Tickets to the Perſons concern'd, to come and exchange their Proportions : and for ſo much as wanted to make 
up the ſaid 50, 60, or 701. their Complement of two hundred, the Patentees, ſometimes themſelves, and other times their 
Servants by their DireQion, deviſed and ordered feigned Names and Sums to be put into Tickets with private Marks, which were 
always kept in their Office, and filed with the true, to compleat their Weekly Accounts. 


That the Patentees have made ule of great Frauds to prevent the melting down ſuch Tin Farthings as have been brought to 
their Office, and have grolly deceived and abuſed the King's Comptroller, whoſe Duty it was to have ſeen the ſame done, by 
r:moving great quantities thereof after they have been examined and weighed, and made ready for melting. 


That the Patentees, or thoſe they chiefly: imploy, have made Agreements in Writing, to have 20 /. per Cent. for Exchange in 
Yin Farthings, and afterwards refuſed to perform the ſame unleſs the Party would give 30 /. per Cent. 


That the Copper of which they have made their Farthings, is not of the Goodneſs preſcribed them by their Patent ; but upon 
an indifferent Eſſay it appears to be above an eighth part worſe than 1t ought to be. 


That the Copper Farthings are much lighter than they are obliged to make them, moſt containing 26 Pence, and many of 
them 28 Pence to the Pound Weight, whereas they ought to be no more than 21 4d. 1; by which means the Patentees, if ſuffered 
to proceed in the Coinage of 700 Tun of ws vs will make an unjuſt Advantage to themſelves, contrary to the Import of 
their Patent, of Forty five thouſand Pounds, belide the fraudulent Gain they make by their Methods of exchanging, which will in 


a ſhort time bring far greater Miſchiefs upon the Poor, and all forts of Trading Perſons, than of late they labour'd under in rela- 
tion to the Tin Farthings. 


Neither are their Farthings or Half-pence rolPd and cut as they are obliged to make them, but caſt, and that in ſo homely and 
unworkman-like manner, that it is in the power of every commoa Artificer to counterfeit them. 


And further, it is obſervable, that in the Months of Ottober, November and December laſt paſt, the Patentees, or their ts, 
kept up all the Copper Farthings and Half-pence, nor did they let or be paid out of the Office, nor did they coin any ra- 


ble quantity, under pretence of Copper being dear, when it is believ*d, conſidering the Tenets and Principles of moſt of theſe 
Patentees, it was chiefly done to exaſperate the Poor, and to diſtreſs the King and Government.

weight; the ſame to be made of fine En2z{iſþb Copper. And thereupon the Contratfors did Covenant 

with His Majeſty, to exchange 200 /. per Week of truc Tin Farthings, by tzle, {or Copper half Pence and Farthings, 
and to melt down ſuch Tin —_— every fourteex days. | 

PURSUANT whereunto, the ſaid Contraffors have made uſe of no oth:r thn tne Engliſh Copper, and made, 
and cut the Copper half Pence and Farthings within the value of 214. 5. to ths pound weight, and have exchan- 
ged true Tin Farthings and half Pence, brought to their Office, at the rate of 290 /. p:r Week, and melted them down 
according to their Contract. | 

NOTWITHSTANDING which, Complaint was made-to the Honouratz|e Houſe of Commons, the 1 3th. day 
of January laſt, of the ſcarcity of Copper half Pence and Farthings ; that the {ame were made of baſe Copper, and 
were refuſed to be delivered but for Mill'd and Unclipt Money, end at 10 /. or 15 /. per cext. and that the Con- 
traftors refuſed to exchange the Tin Farthings. 

WHEREAS it hath been made appear by the Books kept in the Mint, and the Comptrolers Account, that to 
the end of September laſt, the Contratfors have Coined, and iſſued 14x Tuns and © hundred weight of Copper half 
Pence and Farthings ; and from thence in the Months of Ooter, November, and D-:ember laſt, when they are ſaid to have 
kept up all their Copper half Pence and Farthings, under pretence of Copper being dear, 221 uns more; and tho' the price of 
Copper did then ſtill encreaſe, they farther Coined, and ifſucd in the Months of "/anvary and February laſt, 24 Tuns and 
15 Hundred weight of Copper Farthings and half Pence. 

' ALL which Copper half Pence and Farthings were made of fine Engliſh Copper, according to the Standard remaini 'B in 
the Tower, as 1s required by the ContraGt, and was worth, trum September to December laft, 120 {. per Tun, and from 
thence 1304. per Tun ; and when the Contract was made, 100 /. per Tun was the Highe!t Price. 

And the Copper half Pence and Farthings were ſold for the then Currant Money, without any Fee Reward, or other Advan- 
tage whatſoever ; and the Contratfors were {o far from refuſing any but MilPd ani TUinchpp'd Money, that they have loſt 
by the price of Guineas, taken for them ſince September laſt, above 200 /. 

NOR did the: Contrattors ever Relule to Exchange, to the Value of 200 /. pr Week, in Tin Farthings, and half 
Pence. But conſidering the Tin Farthings, were above Eight Years in Coiring; ; and in them, there was, 1n that 
time, Coincd to the Value of 7cooe /., and upwards ; *tis impoſſible in this Caſe 19 avoid the Clamorrs of ſome Per- 
ſons, tho? all imaginable Care hath been taken to prevent them : But this C/amow is» only from ſuch who have 
bought up the Tin Farthings, for 105. in the Pound. And by an Order of the ( oatrat#ors, for taking into their Office 
all the Tix half Pence, and Farthings, and making to every Perſon an Equal, anii Regular Exchange, being hindered of 
that Gain, and from making (for the future) an Advantage upen the People; lor whoſe eaſe, and berefir, this Me- 
thod was taken by the Contradors, without any Profit to themſelves, or their Servants, who are all obliged, oY 
Bonds, in great Penaltics, neither direly, nor indireftly to intermedd!e therein, do proſecute this Groundleſs 
Complaint. 

AN D whereas it is ſaid, That the Copper Money is lighter .than it ought to be: It has been made appear by the 
Officers of the Mizt, and the Comptroler, that though ſome of the Farthings, and h:if Pence, have becn Unequal ;

() be not done already, to Beggery and Ruin. 
And now all the Talk is, of Mending our 


Money. As if a Man had almoſt bled to death, and 
were ſtill bleeding; and He, obſerving his Blood to be 
bad, ſhould be conſulting and contriving how ro Mend 
his Blood. whereas his firſt Care ſhould be, how to ſtop 
his Bleeding. T confeſs our Money is not fo good as it 
ſhould be: or rather, *tis as bad as it can be. Bur yer, 
upon the whole matter, we ſhould think how to keep 
it, before we think how to mend ir.: For as things now 
go, whether ir be mended or not mended, it will be car- 
ried all away. | 

It is now evident to all Men (bur ſome Men ſaw it 
long ſince), that our great Payments abroad, and chiefly 
thole in Flanders, are the main Cauſe of rhe Exporta- 
_ tion of our Money. Ir therefore highly concerns us to 
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ut a ſtop to thoſe Payments at any rate. For we can 
Fear them no longer: We have loſt ſo much Bloud already, 
that 'tis death to loſe more. But ſhall we not aſſiſt our 
Confederates? Yes, by all means, to the utmoſt of our 
power. For otherwiſe all Europe muſt be inſlaved to the 
French, and We among the reſt. It is therefore abſolute- 
ly neceſſary that we keep our Money: and-'tis as neceſ- 
ry that we powerfully aſſiſt our Confederates, Both 
which things (tho ſeeming ſo inconſiſtent) may at once 
be done, by our Aſlailing the French Coaſt by Sea : or in 
other words, by a vigorous Deſcent upon France.

by a Deſcent upon France our will be no way 
iminiſh'd : what ever is laid out, will come back 
and Circulate amongſt us.

of Remitrances. | 
In the ſecond place, By a Deſcend upon France we 
ſhall give moſt effetual Aſſiſtance to our Confede- 
rates. If we did nothing elſe, bur overlay the French at 
Sea, and thereby deſtroy their Trade and Navigation ; 
even this thing only would be an effeQtual Afliſtance. 
For whereas now the French are rampant, by the im- 
menſe Riches ('tis their Gazettiers word ) which they 
have taken from us; they would then be impoveriſh'd. 
to ſuch a , as to be no way able to carry on the 
War againſt the Confederates. And this thing we muſt 
do in the firſt place. For we are ruin'd unleſs we- 
powerfully proteQ our Trade ; and the fame Force that 
'proteds the Trade of England powerfully, will deſtroy 
that of France. Which things I hope our Parliament 
hath done already, by giving a larger Summe than for- 
'merly for our Sea-Service. I have {aid before, that our 
overtaying our Enemies by Sea, will prove a great Aſſi- 
ſtance to our Friends. Burt if befide this, we alſo Aflail 
the French Coaſt with Land-Forces, that Afiſtance will 
be much greater. For it will make fo great a Diverſion, . 
that. 
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taht both Flanders and Germany, and likewiſe Piement 
and Catalonia, will feel an exceeding great Eaſe and Be- 
nefit by it. We are not able to maintain an Army in 
France: it will bring {wift Deſtruction upon us. Bur 
we are able ro maintain a Coaſt Warre. And our Con- 
federates muſt and will be content, if we do for them as 
much as we are able. Suppoſe we take forty thouſand 
Men out of Flanders, to aflail the French Coaſts. If 
theſe draw away, or keep back, a great number of 
Frenchmen, asthey will certainly do; 'tis the fame thing 
or better. And we may be making Deſcents in Normandy 
and Bretagne, before the Armies in Flanders can take the 
field. By theſe Deſcents we ſhall touch the Enemy in 
his moſt ſenſible part, (as His Majeſty hath been pleas'd 
ro expreſs it); that is, on his Sea Coaſt. How tender 
they are here, we found at our Bombarding of Z7vre 4: 
Grace. When we came before that Town, their Militia's 
and Regular Troops were commanded thither from all 
Quarters, with all haſte poſſible: and the Alarm reach'd 
Paris it (elf. From whence that King (as all our Rela- 
tions agreed) ſent away his own Guards to the Sea 
Coaſts. What to do 2 Not to hinder our Bombardment, 
for therein they could do no ſervice: but to hinder the 
Deſcent of our Land-Forces ; who were not aboye ſeven 
thouſand in number. It was this handful of Men, that 
caus'd all rhat Terror and Afﬀrightment. . We may ſee 
therefore, that tho the Projet here offer'd ſhould fail in 
the main ; though we ſhould not be able ro fortify and 
make good any Town, nor ſo much as Land our Men; 
yet the very Attempting theſe things in feveral places 
{in one place ro day, and a hundred - Miles off ro mor- 
row"; - would fo haraſs and rorment the Fr:zc>, that 
they would never be able to bear ir. Bur there is no fear 
that the Proje& here otfcr'd ſhould fail in the main, or 
got have its tull Effet. 
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In the third place, the thing propoſed is fealabie an 
eaſy, and hardly poſſible tro miſcarry. *Tis hardly pot- 
ſible that the French ſhould hinder our Landing ; 'ris 
hardly poſſible they ſhould hinder our ary ; or 
ſhould take from us the Places we fortify. I thall ipeak 
frſt ro our Landing. And here I mult confeſs, that if 
we ſhould reſolve to Land at one place preciſely ; and 
the French ſhould diſcover our Deſign ſome Months be- 
fore hand ; and ſhould accordingly provide for the de- 
fence of that place, with a great Body of Horſe and 
Foot, with Forts and Intrenchments, and with Bombs 
and Cannon; and we knowing all this, ſhould atte 
that place notwithſtanding ; we mighe. fairly be repuls'd 
and baffled, as we were at Camaret Bay. But if we are 
at large, to Land where' we ſee convenient, there is no 
ſuch Colne: When we fail'd: from that Bay towards 
Flanders, along by the French Shores, the whole Country 
was in a high ak and they brought down all their 
Forces to -Guard their Coaſt. Bur yer, (as I haye it from 
thoſe who ſaw it with their Eyes), there were a- great 
many places, conyenient for Landing, that had no Guard 
at all, either upon them or near them : we ſeeing far and 
wide that the Coaſt was clear. And both our Landmen 
and Seamen were moſt chearfully deſirous . to-go upon 
French Ground, if. there had been Orders for it. Nor 
had they in truth found any Oppoſition. Sir Walter 
Rayleigh doth fully demonſtrate, that the Landing upon 
an Enemies Coaſt can by no means be hindred. Pro- 
vided the Aſfailants- be Maſters at Sea, and in caſe the 
Coaſt be large and acceſſible. Which thing is alſo confirm'd 
by the Experience of all Ages. For 'tis hardly tobe found 
in Hittory, thatever any Atrempt of this kind milcarried, 
except Ours which I mention'd but now. And Reaſon 
tells us, that our Landing upon France (to ſpeak of that 
in particular) cannot be prevented. Suppoſe we have 

forty 
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forty thouſand Men imbark'd, to aſlail the French Coaſt : 
and the French have fifty thouſand to defend it. Their 
Coaſt upon Our Channel, (for That mult be the Scene 
of theſe AQtions) is five hundred Miles in length. {6 
thar here is a thouſand Men for eyery ten Miles. Bur 
how ſlender a Guard will this be againſt our Invading 
Army 2. Had they a hundred thouſand Men, or a 
thouſand for every five Miles of ground, all would be 
found too few to oppole our ing. 

I hope I have made out, that our Landing cannor 
be hinder'd by the French. I muſt now ſhew that they 
cannot” hinder our  Fortifying. It would be yery 
ſtrange, if ſuch a Body of Men, having the Sea and a 
Fleer behind them; and having art leaſt ten days time 
to Intrench, before a —_— or even an equal Force 
can be brought againſt ; ſhould' not be able fo to 
cover themlelves, as not to fear the Inſults of any E- 
nemy. The Works we caſt up at Zander in one ſhort 
night, the French -Lines in Flanders, and ſeyeral late 
Circumvallations, ſhew what great Things great Num- 
bers can do. Bur we muſt not think of Pioniers for this 
Work ; our Soldiers muſt do it themſelves. And 
will do ir chearfully, if thoſe that labour have ſome 
Pay extraordinary. Which was the way of the old 
Princes of Orange, 'the Grandfather and great Uncle of 
our King. - 'Moreoyer the place where we Intrench, will 
be the place we intend for a Garriſon, And the Line 
which may be full mann'd by ten thouſand Men, when 
the Works are.compleated ; may contain the whole Ar- 
my for a time. For none of theſe Garriſons. ſhould be 
[eſs than ten thoufand : the greater they are, the farther 
they will commaad, -and the better they will maintain 
themſelves. - 6

This nor aha 2p ya. ro his expeRation, 
(moſt people being ſenſible their benefit came by us) the rage'and fury of him and his Agents was yery much in» 
created agninſt us . who did renew their affronts and abulgsto our gents and ſeryants = the Roads : one of 
them , as he was riding with the Male, was murthered , and thrown into a River ( whom , we know 
not , yet) neer to the place where a Son of one of the old Poft-maſters affaulred another of our Seryaats with a 
drawn Sword. 


But all theſe unworthy praices not taking efteRto accompliſh Mr, Prideaux his aim, to weary and dejer us 
from our juft undertaking, immediately an Order from the

all mens occaſions faichfuly, and to fall contentment; fulfilling all things conceroing the poſtage of Talznd- Levers, 
which the State inclined any waies to haye done ; reduced the ſame into one Channel , entertained as many of the 
old Poſt-maſters, as thoſe entruſted to treat with us on their bebalf, could undertake were honeſt and well-aftedted, 
according todireion of the Councel of State,(which conſtrained us(though with mach reluQtancy of ſpirit) to lay 
afide divers of thole honeſt and well-aftefted perſons that manifeſted great readinels and willingnets to affilt us in 
carrying on ſo good a work ; and took the old Poſt-houſe in London , where, three days a week, the State and all 
rlons were accommodated ; provided Packet-boats for Ire/axd , and were in forwardnels to fertle Stages 

ween London and Tarmenth,and other Stages defired by the Councel of State , in their Order of che ſeventy 
of May laft ; hoping then to haye reaped ſome fruit and benefit of our great trouble and turmoyl : bur before we 
could receive any cor fiderable part of our yaſt disburſments and charge, on a ſudden, (as we conceive)by the inf:- 
nuations of ſome oyer-officious perlons, a reference was made from the Councel of State, to Col. Rich, and fome 
other Officers , tFBBtlider of the management of the poſtage of Inland and Forraigne Letters ; who notwith= 
Nanding all che reaſons we could alledge to the contrary , did appoint a certain day when they would expole the 
fame to be farmed by ſuch as would give molt , although we did often acquaint them with the aforeſaid Yore of 
Parliament, 1642, and the Judges opinion concurring therewith ; and that it would (as we conceived) much 
diflatifie the people, ro have ſuch an Impolition put upon them. And did further urge , that in caſe they ſhould 
yet reſolye that the ſame ſhould be ler to farme, that we in Juſtice ought to be preferred before any, having our-bid 
all others at a publike Box, appointed by the aforeſaid Committee for Scorifh and 1riſh affaires.

with the loſs of all our trouble and great expence, An offer was made by one Mr. Ben, Andrews.a perſon intereſſed 
with us of 91 00 1. per as. for the fame;which was $00 |. per a#. more then was offered by Mr. 4fanly,the preſent 
Farmer thereof. or any other perſon who then appeared: yer the ſaid Col. Rich,and thoſe Officers who joyned with 
him, did ſuffer the faid Afaxly to take advantage of an offer of 10100 /.per an. made by a Paper put in in the 
name of one Kendal,who was then abſent,and (as we have reaſon to belicye)not privy thereto : although 91 os /. 
effcred by our friend, together with our disburſments, we did offer, and are ftill ready to make appear, would

And the ſaid Col, Rich, and another of the ſaid Officers, did ſo eagerly proſecute the ſaid buſineſs, that they 
made a report to the Councel within two dayes ; which was before we could be heard : -onely in that yery inſtanc 


time, we were called in by the Councel, to know what we had to offer for our ſelyes ; upon which, we defired 
at our Papers tormerly preſented might be read z Which being granted, The right honourable Major Genetal 


Lambert did there declare, thar the intention and direRion of the Councel was, that we ſhould haye the refu- 
fal before any other : and if any ſhould offer more then we were willing to give, that we ſhould be reimburſed 
our expences : tor which we rendred to their Honors many thanks; and told the Councel, that if (for reaſons 
which we could not diſcern)it ſhould. be judged lawful to fer the Poftages to farm, we then defired no further fa-

Yet not ſo much 
for thoſe threats, as from real tenderneſs to the preſent poſture of bublike affairs in that JunRure of time, 
we did forbear, in expeRation of juſtice and reliet from the Supream! Authoricy , rather then by conteſt to have 
been any occaſion of ſuch diſturbance as might have happened thereupþa': ſince which time, we having often at- 
tended the (aid Col. Rich, and the reſt of the Officers appointed by the Councel to adjuſt the accounts of our dis- 
burſments, which amount to feur thouſand pounds, or thereabouts ; ye cannot ye prevail with the {aid Officers 
todoany thing therein, 

All which proceedings, cauſe usto ſer forth the fate of our Caſe, and the hard meaſure towards us therein, 
(conceiving we could act haye found worle uſage, had we indeayored to raiſe the prices from (ix pence to twelve 
pence) as if we had deſerved to be ruined for procuring ſo general a benefit as the abatement of half che rates. 

But we doubt not, when the truth of the premiſ:s ſhall be made appear, we ſhall receive ſuch juftice and repa- 


rations from this honourble Parhamear,as ſhall be an incouragement both to us,and all other publike ſpirited per- 
ſons that ſhall endeayour fo general a good.

mon and Publick Good, after ſome Years lying by, is, at 
their Importunity, now expoſed to a more General Cen- 
CANES ſfurc. And that the Deſign may appear to be Rationall 

EEE Practicable, and Beneficial for the Publick Good, ir will 
__ be neceſlary, Firſt, To conſider the Original of Aſſurances 
amongſt Merchants: Upon Enquiry whereof, it will be found, that the Loſſes 
and Impoveriſhment, which have attended many by great Adventures in one 
Bottom, was undoubtedly the Cauſe that farſt Introduced thoſe Aſſurances. And 
by that Means, there was a Mutual Agreement on a Premio, or Conſideration, That 
a Loſs might be made Good, and divided amongſt Many ; which otherwayes 
might have fallen to a Particular Perſon, or fome few Perſons, to his, or their 
oreat Detriment, and Ruin, 

This Laudable Cuſtom of Aſſurances, hath by Experience been found fo ne- 
ceſſary for the Support of Traders, that it hath been continued for many Ages ;

He Laſt Obſervation is, that They are Reſolved, to Settle Lands and Ground: Rents of the Cities, 
| to the Faine of One Hundred Thouſund Pounds on Truitees, ſo. as to be Eaſily Recovered, (and yet 
have'not Diſcovered to the Workd where they lye) and to attend Counſel, to Know whether they 
can Settle them, - This ought to have been the firſt Step, to have publiſhed a Particular of theſe 
Eſtates, with the Opinion of Councel ; that they are not already Appropriated ' and Chargee 
for other Uſes: For the Lands of Corporations are generally charged both for Publick and Spe- 
cial Uſes; ſuch as Repairing of Bridges, Maintaining of Aquzdutts, and Supporting other Pub- 
lick Works. Had they followed their Patterh in this Particular, they had prevented ſeveral Enquiries. 
Firſt, How the Lands of the Corporation can be Settled for the Benefit of private Perſons, and 
to pay their Loſſes, but that they muſt be {ti/] liable to the fir'it Truſt? So that whilſt the De- 
ſign brings Profit, the Settlement may ſeern Good; but when Loſles happens, the firſt Settlement 
may take Place, to the Defeating of the Latter. TOW | 

Secondly, How can theſe Lands be Settled upon Truſtees, fo, as when a Diſpute Arifeth, the 
City muſt Not be made a Party, ſince they are more Entrufted for the Cityzthan tor any particular 
Perſon that ſhall Sue? It being not uſual for the Court of Chancery to bind any perſon by Decree 
without being Heard, eſpecially the principal party to the Suite ? If ſo, their Settlement of 5r0un4- 
Rents, is not ſo Good as their Seal: For this Settlement, is liable to the ſame difficulty of Reco- 
very, if there be a Diſpute, and 1s not fo large a Security : For the Seal might be made to 
Ae all the Lands of the Corporation, were it not for the Difficulty of Suing them ; bur the 
Settlement, will be Limired to a Parr. 

Now if the City muſt be made a Party upon all Suites, they muſt be Summoned ; if they Ke- 
faſe to Appear ; they Forfeit, or loſe Ifſne ; which the Parry hath no remedy to Recover: And 
the Party cannot proceed in his Suite, Becauſe the City will not Appear.

So 
that the Hoſpitab themſelves ate become the objefts of Charity, whereas thole Orphans 
that are looked after by the City of London , have their Eſtates preſerved and duly 
paid ;, andthe Revenues of thoſe Hoſpitals which the Cry intpects, are laid out for 
thoſe Pious purpoſes for which they were given.

The Second Reaſon why the City, and not theſe Private. Perſons ſhould Inſure 
Houles, is, becauſe it is more reaſonable the City ſhould enjoy the Profits ariſing from 
t1cir own Citizens, than theſe Forreigners or out-lying Deer. The Enquirer indeed 
c/j:Cts, That the Profit of Inſuring will not be ſo conſiderable as the City may imas 
ine z but *ris very well known, the Primary intention of the City ( we may 
calily judge what the Inquirers) in Inſuringz is not to rake together a mighty maſs of 
Money, bur the Security of every particular Citizens Houſe, and of the whole City 
in general z and this being effeCtually provided for, the City is content, let the Pro- 
fit of this Undertaking be as little as the Enquirer pretends; or lefs ; but how lictle 
ſoever it be, I am ſure *is too much for one that hath made it his buſineſs to run up 
a multitude of Houſes, in the adjacent parts, as if he were reſolyed to drain the 
City of its Inhabitants and Trade. 1 thipk I may too truly ſay,He hath done almoſt 
as much prejudice to the City by building Houſes, as the yo by firing them. 

The Third Reaſon why I cannot grant theſe Private Perſons thould Inſure, ts, 
becauſe it would be very much to the prejudice of London if they ſhould : For, 

Firſt, 1 am very well ſatisfied, that ,the City of Zondow have under their preſent 
Conſideration the making of certain Engines,Gcc. for the quenching of Fire ; which, 
as they will be far more uſeful for the Publick than any that hath yer beek invented, 
ſo they will be by much too Chargable for theſe Private Perſons to provide themſelves 
withal, and cis but reaſonable the City ſhould have the Profit of this Undertaking, 
that ſo they may receive no prejudice by the Charges thereof. 

Secondly, For the Quenching of conſiderable Fires, a numerous Affiſtance ordered 
by Authority is requiſite, for otherwiſe the more Company the leſs Help, Now the 
City have the Magiſtracy, who by Law are impowred to command Conſtables, Offi- 
cers, and Private Citizens, as they ſhall jadge molt uſeful. 

Thirdly, If the Cty become the Inſurers, not only the Magiſtrate, but every Pri- 
vate Citizen will be more diligent and induſtrious for the Quenching of Fire z for eve- 

man will then conſider, That the ſpreading of the Fire will not only be a loſs to 
thoſe particular Perſons whoſe Houſes are in danger, but the Revenues of the City 
in Geagtal would be impaired by it,which potent Argument would be loſt, if Private 
men imure, 

Fourthly, The City hath no reaſon to intruſt a matter of this Conſequence within 
their own Walls , in the hands of Foreigners, and perhaps Enemies to the City, 
tho indeed Friendsto themſelves. 2 

Fifchly, The Chief Magiſtrates of the City are Sworn Surely and ſafely to keep the 
City,it is therefore an affront to them for any rotake their work out of their Le 
if they wereenor ſufficient to Secure the City, bur Foreigners mult be called into do it- 

Sixthly, Suppoſe the Lord Mayor and other Magiſtrates, ſhould think fit for the 
Common Safety to blow upa Houſe which happens to be Inſured by Private men, and 
theſe Private Undertakers minding their private Adyantage ſhould be of another 
mind :. oathis Competition may enſue Qyarrelling, Blows, and Blood-ſhed, and the 
two Parties concern'd be more zealous in oppoſing ove another, than the Fire. 

The Fourth and laſt Reaſon, why 1 would bare the City and not theſe Private 
Perſons Inſure, is, becauſe it can be no prejudice either to the Citizens in particular, 
or the City in general todo #. Not tothe Citizens in patticular, for as to what the 
Author of the Lerter concerning &c. objeats aboie the ſftretes being liable 
to be byaſt in the exerciſe of their Power in blowing «p Houſes. I ſball oply fay, He reflets 
vpon the Prudence and Fuſtice of the rates of this City ; beſides, the i- 
ſtrates are impowred to blow-up Houſes when they ſee occafon, whether the City 
ſure,or no; and though rhe City doth Inſure, yer the Magiſtrates will have no private 
Advantage theryfelves by it : ſd that there is no reaſon to think they will be byaſt in 
one caſe more than in another. And whereas the Author of the Letter Igſinuates, as if 
the City might bereafter pur ſome unreaſpnable T ax won Inſuring Houſes , 1 (ball only ſay,

the'City hath already ſet bounds to it ſelf in that caſe,by giving the patticulars of the 
prizes both of Brick and Timber-Houles, either for a ſhorter or longer time, or for 
Ever (a thing which theſe Private Undertakers are not capable of doing) whereby 
they have tied up themſelves from a potſihility of enhancing their Prizes,if they had 
amind toit: And thar the City ſhould be ſuppoſed to make a prey of it ſelf by 
ſcrewing vp the Prizes, is to me as ridiculouſly as it is inſolently objected. 

Thus the Citizens in Particular will not be prejudiced if the City Inſure, neither 
will the City in General receive any damage by it. I know the Enquirer indeed pre- 
tends « great difficulty in raiſing and ſetling the Fund. But the City have already in their 
hands all the ficit Fund of Ground-Rents and Lands to the value of One hundred 
Thouſand Pounds, and can as eafily make them over to the Truſtees, as any Private 
Perſon can make over his Eſtate. And all the Difficulties mentioned by the Enquirer, 
as to the great number of Houſes, that muſt be Inſured to raiſe Twemy Thouſand Pounds 
for a further purchaſe of Ground-Kents, the micertainty of finding out a Purchaſe, or the 
Owners ſetting too bigh a Price upon them, will lie as heavy upon theſe Private Gentlemen 
ak upon the City; and whatever good opinion they may have of themſelves, 1 can- 
not but believe that the Ciry is far more able to conquer a Diſhculty than they. 

- -But further, the Enquerer objeCts, *Twill be a matter, if not of difficulty, yet of ill Con- 
ſequence, for the Cityto Inſure, which he endeavours to prove by Three Arguments. 

Firſt, This wil leſſen the Security of the Chamber for the payment of the Orphans Por- 
tions, and the ſame ſettlement of a Fund may be juſtly expetted, and canner, be juſtly denied 
them, 'But,(1) All beſides this Enquirer know, that the Orphans Portions are in- 
truſted in the Chamber of London barely upon its own Credit (which it\hath never 
forfeited) and that neither the Ground-Rents nor any other of the City Lands, are, 
or ever were ingaged ſor their Security ; neither, if the Chamber ſhould fail, (which 
I hope our Enquirer will not be ſo Inſolent ſo much as to ſuppoſe it will) are they 
liable to make any Satisfattion. And, (2)*Tisas well known the Chamber of London 
never defired the Orphans Money, the keeping thereof being a conſtant Charge and 
Trouble, but no Advantage to them 3, and therefore if the Relations of the Orphans 
will bur give good Security, the Chamber never covets to have-the Orphatis Money 
paid in to them neither covld they, if ſo minded, oblige the Relations thereto.

Anſwer, I have peruſed the Settlements of both the Offices : That of the Flre- 
Dffice, and that of the Friendly Society ; and bave ſcat you the Printed 
Papers of both, with the Obſervations I have made: 


I. Upon the Validity of their Securities. 


I. Their Intereſt to preſerve the Inſured from Fire. And 
III. The Charge of Inſuring. 


The Fund or Securities are theſe: That of the Fire Dffice is Ground Rents [Now] 
to the Value of Fiſty Thouſand Ponnis, ſetled upon [Tultees, to make good all Loſſes 
from Fire ; and to be Increaſed, as the Number of Houſes Jnſured Increaſe. 

The Strength of this Security ſtands upon this Suppoſition, That the Fund is ſo Large, 
conſidering the Houſes Jnfured are diſperſed at ſeveral diſtances, That it 15 very im- 
probab'e ( unleſs the whole Ciry be Deſtroyed at once) that any Lols at One time 
ſhould exceed the Fund: and then it will be alwayes the Intereſt of the Jnſurers ( as of 
men that have Morgaged their Land for leſs than the Value) to pay the Debt when 
called for, to prevent a greater Loſs, ſince the Land is of more Value than the Debt. 

The Security of the Friendly Society, is the mutual Covenants between the Jnſured 
and Jnſurers $ ihe Dcſign is thus framed. The Jnſured depoſite into the hands of the 
Inſurers, Sx $h:U:ngs. Ei2ht Pence, for Inſuring 0ve Hundred Pornd on a Brick Houle, 
and double for Timber ; and Covenant to pay the reſidue of their Preminms when there 
ſhall be occaſion, not exceeding Thirty Shillings for One Hundred Pound on a Brick Houle, 
anc. double on Timber, at one Loſs. U»on Condition, That after ſuch a Loſs to be 
ac/ Liberty to go off from the Society : Alſo they Covenant to pay Szxteer Pence per 

{ num for every Hundred Pound Jnfured on a Brick Houſe, and double on Timber, for 
”e Inſurers trouble and charge of Holding Stakes, cuban the Money, and Executing the 


Office, 


V Ours of the 1 5th Initant I Received; and that I might return a Satisfaftory 
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Office, under a penalty of Loſing their Money depoſited ; with the Benefit cf being aftey 
Tnfured ; and to be Caſheired out of the Company, it they do not pay their Rent with- 
in the time limited. | 

The Tnſurers Covenant with the Jnſured t And becauſe they are Truſted with Money, 
give Collateral Security, to the Value of Sixteen Thouſand Pounds to perform theſe Covenants. 


x. To pay the Loſs out of the Money depoſited in their Hands, and Covenanted to 
be paid by the Jnſured, if it be ſufficient. 


2. To make a proportionable Rate, Colle? the Money, and Anſwer for all thoſe that 
are Miſſinz, or prove [ſotvert. | | 

3. At the end of the Term, to pay back what is left in their Hancs, ( except the 
Yearly Rent) tocach of the Jiſured., 


The Strength of this Security ſtands upon this Suppoſition, That the Premiums depo- 
ſited, and agrecd to be paid by the Jnſured, are more than lufficient to pay the Loſs: And 
therefore there is no proviſion made to pay thoſe Loſſes which may at one time exceed the 
Premiums : For the Sixteen Thouſand Pounas # not Security for the Loſſes from Fire, but only 
for the Inſoivint, : 

The Inſuring cf Houſes being a New Deſign, it is impoſſible to make a certain gueſs 
of the Strength of this Suppoſition ; but that I might give you ſome SatisfaQtion, I have 
Examined its Foundation, by Enquiring into the Profirs and Zoſs of the Fire Dffice, 
ſince their lirſt Beginning, which Il find thus: 

Thar the Fire Office in Three Years hath Jnſured Four Thouſand Houſes ; And 
the Premiums of one Houſe with another, do Amount to about Four pound ten ſhillings 
the Houſe: Which in the Total, is Eighteen Thouſand j_ and they have already 
m41d Back for Lofſes above Seven T hou{and pounds, belides Charges. 

By Wk i pln, Thet hey have Repaid almoſt half the Premiums, before a 
Fourth nat7 0! the Terms (the Houſes are Jifured ſor) are Expired : For ſome Houſes are 
Trfares for cc; forme for Fever : and ſorre fur One and Twenty Years. This Calculation, 
any man tat will Examine their Policy Books, will end to be True. 

So that by what hither »pp<ars, its moſt probable, that luis remnue will not be f1f 
ficient to pay the Lofſes; and that ct:- Delign ſeems to be Fram'd upon the imaginary 
S1ccels of the Ffre Dffice, incouraged by ue commoh preſumption generally believer, 
That men never St Up a New Invention without Hopes of a great advantage to them. 
ſelves; ard not remembring how often the firſt undertakers are miſtaken. 

But ſuppoſing the Premmms ſhould be more then ſufficient to pay the Loſs; it doth 
not appear to me, that any man is Jtiſured for any certain term by the Friendly Society x 
For how can oe man be Jnſured for Seve» years, which is a term Certain, when the 
number of thoſe that are to pay the Loſs is Uncertain? 


1. From the Forfeiture for Non-payment of Rent. 
2. From the Loſſes occaſioning many to go off. 
3. From the daily Expiratios of the Terms after the firſt Sever years. 


So that tho the number be ſufficient, when a man firſt Jnſures, By all, or any of 
theſe three Accidents, there may be too few left to pay the Loſs. 

And this Argument ſeems to me'to have the greater Force, becauſe the Fire Df- 
fice that was firſt Set Up 


Gives Better Security. 
Better Preſerves the Inſured from Fire. And 
Inſures 4t a Cheaper Rate. 


Which when Underſtood by thoſe of the Friendly Society, It is reaſonable to be- 
lieve, many of them may alter their minds and go off. 

Firſt, The Fire Dffice gives Better Security, becauſe Land was ſetled at firſt to 
the Value of Thirty Thouſand Pounds, to make good the Loſs, before a penny Pre »+- 
um Was received ; and the Premiums are fetled in Proportion as the number of Hou! :s 
Inſured incteaſe. Bur in the Friendly Soctety you have only the Premiums for p—_—y,

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Secondly, The oder the Fire Dffice, The Better ; but the Frietidly Society, The 
Older, The worſe + for every Loſs that happens, to the Friendly Society being paid 
out of the Preminms, Leſſens the Security: The Security is not {6 Large, when 
every man hath paid 7ez or Fifteex Shillings a man towards a Loſs as betore: for 
tho by the Covenant, thar a man is not at Liberty til! after he hath Paid hi Thirty 
Shillings at one Loſs, the Security is the Better to Thoſe whoſe Houſes Are Burnt: 
Yet it is the Worſe for Thoſe that are Not Burnt; for they run the hazard of Lo- 
ſing the Value of their Houſes and More, by paying Nine and Twenty Shillmes a 
time, or lefs, towards Other mens Loſſes. Now both being Inſured, it is the ſame 
thing whether their Houſes be Loſt by Fire, or by contributing to Others Loſſes. 

But on the contrary, when a Loſs happens to the Fire Dffice, It is paid out of 
the Bank of the Office: And the Land [which is the Fund] is never the Lefs ; but 
the Older the Office grows, the Better ; for as the terms of Tnſuring wears off, the Land 
is leſs Incumbred; and the Security is the Better to thoſe that continue. 

Secondly, In the Fire Office the Jnſured are better preſerved from Fre, than in the 
Friendly Society: 7* & more the Intereſt of the Fnſurers : Becauſe the Loſs is their 
own; and experience hath already ſhewn, how great the advantage is to the Jnfuren, 
from thoſe Induſtrious men they keep to Extinguiſh the Fires ; like Old Diſciplin'd 
Souldiers, that do greater things, then Ten times that Number of Raw and Unexpe- 
rienced men. 

But in the Friendly Society, the Loſs & Paid by the Fnfured ; Therefore the TJn- 
ſurers cannot probably have ſo much damage when a Fire happens, as will equal 
the charge of keeping men to preſerve their Houſes; for they only run the hazard of 
paying for the /»ſolvent : now it is but a ſmall ſum of Money that the Jnfured Co- 
venant to pay : Who are generally owners of Houſes: And the obligation not longer 
than for a year: (for it is not to be ſuppoſed, that the Office ſhould pay for any after 
they have fortcited their Intereſt ;) So that the Hazard i but to pay the Overplus of what is 
not Depot ted in their [Tanue, Fo the Loſs exceed it, which :annort be conliderable. 

But if it ſhould; They may (as fomerimes rhe Pariſh Aﬀefſors) Rate thoſe that 
Te Solvent fometining the more, -to pay for thoſe thar are /nſolvent: for conſidering 


the reems will caity expire, The many forfeitures and fraQtions, that muſt ariſe from. ' 
the diſproportion ot the Frcr5/ups, No account can be made fo plain as to diſcover 


it, or at leaſt ſo eaſily, as to be worth any mans time to enquire into it to fave a 
Shilling or two. So that tho thoſe Gentlemen that now keep The Office, are men of 
that Known Worth and Honeſty, as never to be ſuſpe&ed ; yer by their death it may 
happen into ſuch mens hands, as may gain by every Fire, _ | 

Thirdly, The Fire Office Inſures at a Cheaper Rate; for in the Friendly Soci- 
ety, you are obliged to pay 6s. 84. down for a hunared Pound in Brick, and dou- 
ble fr Timber ; and Covenant to pay your proportion of all the Loſſes within the term 
of ſeave:s years, not exceeding Thirty Shillings per Hundred Pound, ana Double for Tim- 
ber for one Loſs, at one time: So that if at ſeveral times the Loſſes amount to Ter 
times Thirty Shillings or more, in the Seaver years; you are obliged to pay it. And as 
the Chance at preſent appears, ( by the Account of the Fire Dffice) it is more probable 
the Loſs may Exceed Thirty Shillings, then be leſs. Therefore ſuppoſing 7hrty Shil- 
lings for Seven years the medium ; and Nize Shillings Four Pence for the Seaven years 
Rent; and Half a Crown for the Policy, makes in the Total Forty Ont Shillings Ten Pence, 
for Inſuring of an Z7«»dred Pound on a Brick Houſe. Whereas in the Fire Dffice you 
may Jnſure the ſame ſum, for the ſame term of years, for Five 4:4 Twenty Shillings, and 
Two Shillings the Policy ; which is oze Third Cheaper. 

To Conclude, the Friendly Society, is a more Profitable deſign, than the Fire-Office, 
for the Jnfurers: For they have the uſe of about a fourth part of the Premiums ; 
And a yearly Rent, which is better than Intereſt for the remainder; with the running 
little or no hazard. : 

But the Jnſured are juſt in the ſame Condition or rather Worſe than if they had not 
Tnſured $ For What ever the Loſs be ; It muſt be Paid, if ever, by the Jnſured, who are 
Owners of the Flouſes; And then it is the ſame thing whether paid by Contribution, 
or ParternorÞip, or by every mans paying ſingly for his own. For what is ſaved by the 
Contriticinn. i; loft by increaſe of the Hazard. :

Now to make an Inſtance of this 7»/urance ; Suppoſe Three Fuydred 8 Ten Brick Houſes 
in a Town, worth, -one with another, One Hundred Pound ; Of which number Three 
Hundred Are /»ſ»red by the Friendly Society, and Ten are Not 1»ſured : And ſuppoſe 
it an Equal Chance, That Ten Houſes may be cvery year Burnt. In one Month Four 
Houſes are Burnt, which were 7zſured at Three Hundred Pounds; So that by Twenty 
Shillings a Houſe, amdng Three Hundred, the Loſs is paid. Another Month Two Houſes 
Inſured at One Hundred and Fifty Pound, are Burnt, which comes to Tex Shillings the Houſe, 
And within the year, Three more. And 1n Seven Years and a Half, a Fourth part of the 
Town is (by Ten Houſes in a Year) Burnt and Rebuilt ; And no loſs at one time, did 
Amount to Four Hundred and Fifty Pouns, which is Thirty Shillings a Fouſe: And yer v 
on Stating the Account, every man hath cqually Loſt a Fourth part of his Houſe : Thoſe 
that were Not Burnt, by paying the Preminms, to thoſe that Were Burnt. | 

And ſuppoſing the Society to continue in this Friendſhip Thirty one Years ; The 
whole Number of Three Hundred ad Ten Houſes Are Burnt ; the Ten that were Not In- 
ſured, Were Burnt: And of the 7hree Hundred Inſurcd, Sore were Burnt Twice ; Sume 
Thricez And ſome Never Burnt: And yet there is no Difference between the 7»{ured

But if the Inſtance be made, That une 7hree F7undred Houſes were half Brick, and half 
Timber, Then the- Difference will be Great ; for the Timber paying Double Premium 
and receiving it back Single, they will have loſt their own Hoults, and alſo have Paid 
for the Loſs of the Brick Houſes. 

But the Fire Dffice is Much Better for the Jnſured ; For the Loſs is paid by the Jn- 
ſurcrs, and their Land is Morgaged for the Payment : For there can be no Inſurance, un 
leſs there be a Fund Setled, that is both Certain and Able to make good the Loſs.

The Tniurers of the Fire Dffice have, as you fay, ſetled in Ground Rents to the valus 
of Fifty thouſand Pounds, (which admitted) tho I fear Rents of 2100 7. per Annum, a 
great part of them lying in Marine Square , WI-Street , near Ratcliff, and other Places 
thercabouts, would hardly yield 24 years Purchaſe. . | 

On this Security by their Deed of Settlement,they have Liberty to Znſure 5co00 Houſes, 
whic't the Jhfurers themſelves (in the faid Printed Papers to the C.ty) have valued at 
409 /. a ouſe one with another ; which doth charge their Security of 5co00 /. with no 
lets than Zwo Mill. ons of Pounds, 


But you fay when any Loſs happus to the Fire Difice, it is Paid out of the Bank of the 
Dffice, aud the Land which is rhe Fund is never the Leſs. 

This indeed were a great Argument, if the Pramzums received by them were Paid into' 
a Bank, and that Engaged for the Pay ment of their Loſs ; but there is no ſuch thing, neither 
is any Perſonal Security given, but eſpecial Care taken that nothing in their Settlement 
ſhould Charge their Perſons ; ſo that they may Pay, or nor Pay, as they pleaſe ; which, 
tho no Detault in Payment may be feared from thoſe Gentlemen who are the preicnt 
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Inſurers, : yet in After-times 'tis not unlikely Lut it may fo happen , when the whole 

Number is Joſured, that they may find it their Intereſt not to Pay away their ready... 

Money, but leave the Loſs to be Paid out of the Rents. , 

But it can neyer be the Intereſt of che Jinſurers in the Friendly Society to ſtop 
Payment ; becaule their Dffice becomes thereby Immedately diſfoived , but whilſt they 
continue to make good Payment, the ſeveral Perſons in the SOCietp are ingaged to Pay 
it them ugain. Therefore there is no reaſcn ro fear a Default which muſt be to pernicious 
to them it they do not Pay and of fo little hazard (as you lay) if they do. 

* Andtho from thence ir be true that they are not io Perſonally concerned to be at the 
Charge to keep Men to put out the Fire, yet they are gow ſeiting them out , and gi1

nd whereas you lay the Fund of the Fire Office is ſo large, 7hat Conſidering the Houſes 
are difperdd at ſeveral Diſtances, it is very Improbable (unleſs the whole City be De- 
ſhroyed) that any Lyſs at one time ſhould Exce:d the Fund. 

"Wherefore to put this on the Tryal, 1 will ſuppoſe that for the Future, as well as in 
the Taree laſt Years (as you ſay) there will be Seven thou/an1 Pound to be Paid out of 
theſe Rents, to anſwer the Loſs by Fire, then at that rate, in 31 Years (for, for that time 
as many as pleaſed of the firſt 7hree Thouſand, might have Secured their Houſes, as by 
the Table of their firſt Printed Rates appear ) there will b2 Paid Seventy thouſand 
Pounds, which is Twenty thouſand Pounds more than their whole Stock amounts to 
at 2.4 years Purchaſe, 

Bur not to attenJ ſo long a Time as 31 years for the Event of this Tryal, ſuppoſe only 
that when the firſt Seven thouſand Pound comes to be Paid by the Truſtees; out of the 
{aid Rents, rhe reſt of the Five thouſand Perſons whole Houſes are Jnſured and not 
Burat, ſhould prefer their Bill in Chancery, and defire the Court that an Jnjundion may 
be Granted, that the Ground Rents may not be Sold right out ; but that they whoſe 
Houſes are Barat, may be Satisfied out of the growing Rent, leſt in ſome time they 
ſhould be wholly left without Remedy , and ſome be Paid all, and others none at all; 
whici, if the Court thinks fit to Grant, (as to me ſeems very Equal and Juſt) pray let us 
then ſec how the,Caſe will ſtand, in the Fire Office, which will undoubtedly be t'1us, 

The whole Ground Rents being - but 2100 /. per Amwm, will not Anſwer the faid 
7002]. in leſs than Three years and a half, and then it 7000 /. more be Burnt, whilſt 

'the firſt is receiving, the Owners of the Houſes Burnt muſt ſtay (I cannot ſay how long) 
for the Second Payment. But the Third or Fourth Loſs will ſcarcely be Paid (tor ought- 
that I can foreſee) in this Generation. 

The Sccurity given by the Undertakers in the Friendly Society, and ſettled in the 
Hands of the Right Honoral le the Lozd Bayoz, and others, as Trulices, amounts to the 
Value of 160co /. in Land of Inheritance , Rent Charge of Inheritanc2, and ſome few 
Houſ.s; and they do likewiſe give their Perſonal Security for all the Money depoſited 
in their Hands t Le Repaid alter the ſeveral Terms of Jnlurance Expirc , which is Five 

| Parts of Sir, of the whole Money Paid down to the Inſurers. 

Now to prove that this Security is abundantly Sufficient to Anſwer any Loſs may prc- 
T bably happen, I argue thus. 
| - . "Since the Beginning of September laſt , which was the Time they firſt Opened their 
It Dfiice ; Sappoie there were but a Thouſand Houſes Jnſured in the Friendiy Society 
ty tho there are ſome Hundreds more) which at Three hundred Pound a Houſe one with ano- 
| r,raiſes a Stock of Foxr thouſand Frue bundred Pounds ; and if the Number encreale at that 
Proportion for Three years, the Stock will be 7wenty ſeven Thouſand Pound, to Anſwer 
the Loſs of every ſingle Fire ; beſides the Sixteen thouſand Pound ſettled on the Truſtees. 

. - Whereas the Fund in the Fire Dffice will not Anſwer above Five theuſand Prund for 

the Loſs tha: ſhall happen in the whole Theee years, which is moſt apparent by the for- 

mer Calculation ; Now if this be truly ſtated, (ﬆs I firmly believe it is,) I do not underſtand 
why you Aſſ-rt io. Poſitively, that their Security in the Fire Office, is better than that 

of the Friendly . 

And now having done with the Validity of the Securities given in each Dffice , let us 
compare the Charge of Jnſuring one with the other, and to do which I ſhall (as 1 _ al-

And h:d you Jnſured 7hree hundred Pound on a Brick Houle in the Friendly Sotiety; 
for Fifteen years next atter the Great Fire, the whole Charge to the Loſs by Fire, and 
the yearly Payment to the Jnfurers would have Coſt bur $:x Sh:[ings per Annum, 
_ asby the tollowing Compuration (tormerly inſerted in their Printed Propoſals) will moſt 
plainly appear. Suppoſe then the City and Liberties were Jnſured by the Friendly Soctety: 
' Tn Zendon and the Liberties, in th: ſaid Fifteen years, there were Ninty ſeven *Houſes 
Burnt ; (the ſeveral Numbers ar4 Streets are mentioned in their Printed Papers to the 
City) btuc to avoid a Fration in the Account, I ſuppoſe them a Hundred ; which at 
Three hundred Poxnd a Houſe, one with another, the whole Loſs amounts in the Fifteen 
years to Thirty thouſand Pound ; and Divided into Fifteen Parts, makes 7iwo thea/and Pound 
Lofs every year, to Anſwer which Loſs, ſuppoſe that in London and the Liberties, there 
were but 7wenty thouſand Houſes ( but there are really Twenty feur Thouſend ) and they all 
Securcd at Three hundred Pound a Houſe , then muſt the Jnſured Pay 10 Diſcharge the 
Thirty thouſand Pound by Two thouſand Pound per Annum , the Sum of Two Shillings per 
A-num, and no more. | | 

From whence you may obſerve what unreaſonable Calculations you have made; 
in ſuppoſing a Loſs will exceed Thirty Shillings for a Hundred Pound , when in that Fif- 
teen yea's, the real Lofles did amount but to Eight Pence per Annum tor a Himdred Pound, 
which I hope will caſe you of the Fears you have, that many will leave the Society on 
that account. | 

But admitting the Loſs of the ſaid Fifteen years had arhounted to Seventy foe Thouſand 
Pound, inflead ot Thirty thouſand Pound , it had yet kept within the Jntereſf of the 
Money Paid in the Fire Office (viz.) Nine Shillings per Annun ; becauſe if To Shillings per 
Annum Paid tor Thirty Th:uſand Pound Loſs, then Five Shillings per Annum (which with the 
Four Shillings to the Dffice , makes Nine _ per Annum the Intereſt of the Money

And whereas you may Object thar the Friendly Society Z»/are but for Seven years, 
and you for Twenty One,that makes no Difference in the Charge, becauſe in the Frieudlp 
Society 2 Houſe of Three kundred Pound may be Jnſtired for the fame Money (wiz.) 
Four Shillings per Annum as long as you pleaſe ; but in the Fire Dffice, when the Twenty 
Oe years are Expired, they muſt Pay Seven Peund Ten Shillings more , and then inſtead 
ot Four Shil ings a year Paid to the Friendly Society, the Jntereſt of their Money will 
amount to Eightern Shillings per Annum , and Fifteen Pounds beſides out of Purſe to the 
Tnſurers own Uſe. RE 

By this time (l hope) you are Convinced, that the Fund in the Fire Office is neither 
Greater, nor the Inſurance Cheaper , than in the Friendly Society, which hath been 
made plain to you, not barely by Gueſs and Imagination, but by Matter of Fac. | 

There reſts only, that I ſhoul4 clear ſome Things unjuſtly laid to the Charge of the 
Inſurers in the Friendly Society, (v#z.) That the Sixteen Thouſand Pound Security 
in Land, is not S:curity tor the Lofles, but only for the Infolvent. To which I anſwer, 
that (admit it were ſo) If the Solvent Pay for themſelves, and the Jnfurers Pay for 
the Infolvent ; pray where is the Loſs, or what's the Inconveniency ? 

But | wonder in Reading the Sertlements of the Friendly Soctety, you ſhould overlook 
the moſt Material Articles in it; where it is carefully Provided, That if the Money 
Inſured on any Houſe Burnt, Blown up, or Demoliſhed, be not Paid by the Jnftrers 
within Fifty days after the Rate is Set, the Truſtees by Mortgage, or Sale of the Lands, or 
Rents, are lImpowred to Pay the ſame. | 

And likewite (with ſome Complements to the preſent Tnſurers) you fay they may 
(as ſometime the Pariſh Aſſeſſors) Rate thole that are Solvent, ſomething the more, to 
Pay for thoſe that are Inſolvent : Whereas in another Article it is provided, That the Rate 
ſhall te made by ſuch Perfons as the Truſtees ( who are Members of the Society) ſhall

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appoint ;, who will not (I ſuppoſe) over-tax themſelves for the Advantage of tne Jnfiirecs. 
The like miſtake (1 fear a wilful one) you make about lofing the Money Depoſited, and 
being Caſhiered out of the Society ; as if there were no more to be done in cale they once 
omitted to Pay what became Due to the Jnſurers but preſent Cathering them, 

It likewiſe is affirmed by you, That the Profits of the Jnſurers in the Fricndip $0. 
Liety, are greater than in the Fire Dffice. I cannot Imagine how you Compure it , For 
in the Paper direQed to the City, they Eſtimate the Charge of Executing their DiTice ar 
a Thouſand Pound ver Annum; and it 1s plain that Two tl:oaftand Houſes Juſured in the 
Friendly Society at 7hree hundred Pound a Houle, brings in to the Jnfurers bur Four 
Hundred Pound per Annum, notwithſtanding the Execution of their Office, mult needs bz 
more Chargeable than that of the Fire Dffice in getting in tl.eir Money. 


- _ And to make your Letter all of a piece, you affirm, That the older the Fire Dffice, 


the better ;. but the Friendly Soctety the worſe, ( whoſe contrary is true ) tor any one 
that can count his fingers, muſt know that it 3co /. is to be paid by the Society, it 
will be eaſier ſure to have it paid by 1000 Perſons than by-500 z and every xoo/. Jtt- 
Cured adds 30 s. to their Fund, which (if occaſion requires) muſt be anſwered either by 
the Inſured or the Jnlurers, which may fatisfie all concerned, that beſides the great 
charge of their Office, they have not their ſmall Premium of 16d per Annum only tor 
holding Stakes. | 

You argue alſo, That when a loſs happens to the Friendly Soctety, it being paid out 
of the Premiums, leſſens the Security, when any man hath paid 105. or x55. Which is 
another . miſtake, tor the Security is the ſame after any payment, as it was beſore ; but 
theſe things may ſerve to amuſe ſome, tho not to convince any. 

As for your Diſcoveries that a Thouſand Hundred to One, makes One Hundred Thou- 
ſand to One, and that Four times Eight makes Two and thirty, with a great deal more I 
canriot tell to what purpoſe, 'I thank you for it ; but I know not at preſent what uſe to 
make of it, but will remember it if Occaſion ſerve hereafter. 

But inthe next Calculation, you are very unmercitul in_ Seven years time to Burn a 
Fourth part of the Houſes Jnlured by them, deſtroy their little Town, blow up their 
Dffice, and diſſolve the Society. 

- But ſince it cannot be helpt, but ſo you will have it, let me turn the Tables, and fee if a 
uarter of the Houſes ſecured by the Fire Office, be Burnt 1n the ſame time (tor I be- 

love the Fire will not be Partial) whether Matters would be much mended. 

. ' The Fourth part of the Houſes Jnſured in the Fire Office, are, as you confeſs, a Thou- 

(ng z to Aniwer the Loſs of which when Burat, will require (by your own: Eſtimate of 
our bundred Pounds a Houſe,) Four hundred Thunſand Pound , which beirg taken out of 

Fifty Theu/and Pounds (the Fund ſo magnified by you) what will remain ro Anſwer the 

Loſſes of the Three thouſand Houſes by them Fnſured, and not Burnt. 

Having now made it appear, (by arguments raiſed from your Letter, and their own Pa- 

pers) That no lefs then Twenty hundred Thouſand Pounds will be Charged on the Fund 

of the Fire Dffice, when their 50co Houſes are Inſured, and that no payment can reafon- 


_ ably beexpetted from thence but out of the growing Rent, (there being no Bank ſet- 


tled to make other payment as is pretended,) And that the Charge of Inſuring in the 
Friendly Society, had not (though the Loſs had been more than Double in the 15 Years 
before mentioned) exceeded the Bare Jntereſt of the Money given to the Fire Dffice. And 
that it cannot be the Jntereſt of the Inſurers in the Friendly Soctety to itop payment ; 
but may be of the Fire Dffice. I may now with great Reaſon reſolve to Inſure my Houſes 
with the Friendly Society ; and the rather, becauſe Sir Francs Pemberton, Sir William 
Dolben, and Mr. 7rinder, who Drew and Peruſed their Settlement, beſide a great Number 
of Eminent Lawyers and Perſons of Honour and Quality, have already made themſelves 
Members of the ſaid Society.

That Policies ſhall be delivered,wherein one Houſe only to be containcd, in wHAth Policy 
the Truſtees are impowered to Pay the Sums due, in caſe they be not otherwiſe Paid , Within Sixty 
days after the Houſes are Burnt; every Perſon receiving a Policy, doth thereby become a Member of 
the Society. 

II. That every Member of the Society ſhall Pay yearly beforchand at the Office, the Sum of 1 s. 4 4.

And to ſhew, that I do not flatter, butthat you have. © | 
made me a real Convert, I will come to the Office, and Inſure 
ſeveral Houſes in the Liberties, which I intended before to Inſure with the City 3 
Though I muſt confeſs, - this may be no infallible ſigne of my Converſion, be- 
cauſe your undeniable Reaſons (nor to mention the juſtice of your Cauſe) ; That the Se- 
curity is beticr in private hands than in publick: That the Profit of- the deſigne mus be uncertam: 
And that it may be inconvenient for the City, becauſe of the great truſts they are engaged in, 
may have the ſame Effects on moſt Perſons, as on Me, and fo Diſappoint the 
Cities Undertaking, and then my Inſuring at your Office may be thought to pro- 
cecd trom force, and not choice; Yer that you may not queltion my Reallity, I have 
ſent you a Reaſon, which I do not find amorglt yours, though I thought of it by 
reading your Paper, thatis : If the Ciry ſhould Inſure Houſes from Fire, it may prove 
inconvenient to the publick Satery, and prejudicial to the Fepurarion of the Governours ; 
And create a Jealouſie, that it may b2 uled to lay a Tax upon every man's Property. 

For the Magiſtiates of the City are intruſted with the preſervation of it, and - | 
by the Common Law of the Land, when they judge it neceſſary, may Blow 
up, or pull down any Houle to ſtop the Fire, as well as dig Trenches in any mans 
Ground in time of War, to defend the City. | 

Now, if the City Inſure Houſes {from Fire, this great Power will be Intereſted, and | 
conſequently may be byaſled ; and ſo the- Magiſtrates no proper Judges when to make 
uſe of it. For when a Fire happens, the Magiſtrates may command ſome Houſes not In- 
furcd by the City, to be Blown up, only to preſerve thoſe that are Inſured. And ſoen 
the contrary, may omit the Blowing up ſome Houſes by them Inſured, to prevent charge 
to the City, which they ought to have done, to ſtop the Fire. By this means, that Power 
which ſhould be uſed ro prevent Fires, will be the Occaſion of their Increaſe. 

This is an Argument, why thoſe who have Houſes in the City, may not Inſure with 
it; becauſe they would nor prejudice that Power which is intruſted for their Safery : Be- 
ſides, by Inſuring at your Office, they have a Double Security ; they have the Aſſiſtance 
of the Magiſtrates, and Care and Induſtry of the Office for their ProteCtion. 

Next, were this great Power (that may deſtroy any man's Free-hold for preſer- 
vation of the publick) uled by the Citywith the ſame Juſtice, as if they were Unconcerned, 
which the Wiſdom of our Law-makers thought, never could be; and therefore, _

change, Enticuled, Obſervations onthe Propeſals of the City to Inſure Houſes in caſe of Fire, 1 have received, 
and carefully peruſed; and ſhall here return you ſome Reflet:ons upon it,which I doubt not will be kind- 
ly accepted by you; becauſe the deſign of this Paper isthe ſame with that of your Counſels,viz. the pro- 
moting the Publick Advantage of your City. I have ſpenc ſome time in enquiring who were the fir f 
Inventors of this deſign of Inſuring Houſes, becauſe 1 find theſe Gentlemen do with a great deal of con. 
denee aſcribe it to themſelves in all thoſe ſeveral Pamphlets, which have been ſcarter'd (like their Brains) and fo indu- 
ſtriouſly ſpread abroad by them ; and e! pecially in this, in almoſt every Paragraph of it, which I have now under Exa- 
mination. Bur herein they have done juſt as if a man ſhould filch away a piece of Plate from his Neighbour,and ſerting 
his own Mark upon it, ſhould impudently vouch himſelf to be the right and lawful owner of it. For I find this defign 
was firſt ſet on foot immediately after his Majeſties Reſtauration by ſeveral Perſons of Quality, and Eminent Citizens of 
London, and Propoſals abour it then printed by them. But tho the Project and the Authors of it were then recommend- 
ed to the Common Council of London by his Majeſtzes Letter, yet © was not admitted by them, for the very fame reaſon 
i{ ,for which theſe Gentlemen now are not to be countenanced in it ; viz. becauie they thought it impoſſible for private 
Perſons to manage, and unreaſonable that rhey (and not the City) ſhould reap the Profits of ſach an undertaking. Here- 
© upon this Deſign, like ſome Rivers that ſink down intothe Ground, and break not outagain, but at a conſiderable di- 
ſtance, was no more heard of tillthe Year 1670. when it was afreſh propounded to the City by Mr. De Law, tho 
not proſecuted by them. However in the Majoralty of Sir W. Hooker it was briskly revived by Mr, Newbold the Xer- 
chant, who propoſed the carrying it on by a Jozme-Stock, to be raid among "the Inhabirants and Proprietors of the 
Houſes tobe Inſured. This he communicated to the Lord Mayor, and divers other eminent Citizens, From ſome oi 
theſe, like an Eves-dropper, this Obſervator caught it ; it being then generally diſcours'd and approv?d of, and refolv%d 
to be put in practice. Accordingly Sir Robert Viner being choſen Lord Mayor for the then enſuing Year, Mr. Newbold re- 
tain'd Mr. Moſyer as his Chief Council in order to preſent it tothe City, and gave him aFee of above four pound. Bur ſtill 
the hands of the City were fo full of other buſineſs, that tho they had a ſtrong Inclination, yet they had no leiſure ro 
carry onthis Deſign. Mr. Newbold therefore waiting for a more favourable Conjunction found it nor till the Majot> 
alty of Sir Robert Clayton, to whom on New-years-day, Anno 7}, he preſented the Model of it ; and ſometime after prin- 
ted it under the Title of London*s Improvement, and the Builder*s Security,&c. and preſented it to ſeveral Aldermen,Com-. 
mon-Conncil-men, and other Eminent Citizens. Sir Robert Clayton approved of the matter; only adviſed that inſtead of 
a Joint-Stock_it ſhould be managed by the Chamber of London. the ſame was the Year following by Sir Patience 
Ward, then Lord Mayor, tendred to the Common-Council, By them it was referr*d to a Committee, who after $ Months 
time brought in their Keporr, That the thing was very well worthy the City's proſecution, And 28ins on the 15 of Oftober 
\ they brought inanother Report confirming the former. Whereupon the Common-Council immediately voted and agreed 
' That the City ſhould undertake it. The 15 of Nov, following, the Committee brought in their Propoſals to the Common- 
Conncil, who conſented to them, and orde1*( that che matter ſhould be ſpeedily put in execution. Thus you ſee, Sirzthis De- 
fign was firſt ſtarted about the Year 1660. renew'd Ar. 16 70. revived again byMr. Newhold in 1674.and proſecuted by 
him (tho with but little ſucceſs for the reaſon above-mentioned) till 1679; and from that time to this day follow*d 
with greater vigour, and to better purpoſe. Now after Mr, Newbold had for ſeveral years been puſhing forward this

Aktter this, 1 ſay, theſe Private Gentlemen ſtart up and propoſe the ſerling of Ground-Rents and Lands to the value of but 
30000 Pounds for the Inſuring of 3000 Houſes, at an annual Rent for 31 years only, the prefit to themſebves , whereas the 0- 
ther Propoſal of Mr. Newbold was intended to be perpetual, and the improvement of the Fornt-Stock to be from time 
ro time divided amongſt the Inſured that raiſed it.

That all the Houſes within the Bills of Mortality, which pay to Church and Poor, may be 
Regiſtered in their Books, not exceeding two Thirds of the rrue Value of each Houſe, to be 
Surveyed by Surveyors upon Oath. 

That there may be about Three Hundred honeſt Men to be Diſpoſed of, as the Truſtees and Managers 
ſhall think moſt proper for the Service ; That they ſhall give Securiry and take an Oath of Fidelity. 

Thar each of theſe Men ſhall have a Coat and Cap to diſtinguith them, and every One of them 
two Buckets at their Houſes, which they ſhall be Obliged ro bring with them at the rime of a- 
ny Fire, and among(t them a ſufficient Number of Hooks, Axes, and Saws. 

That the Managers to' Govern them have Power art the time of any Fire, to requite the Con- 
ſtables of Pariſhes next Adjoyning, to prevent the Mulrtitude coming to 


Fires, that the Men may the better perform their Duty by Extinguiſhing the Fire, and preven- 
ring the Goods from being Burnt or Stole. 


Tiart if any Perſon or Perſons, ſhall preſume to come within the Diſtance of 
oi any Fire without leave firſt had, either from the Managers or Conſtables, ſuch Perſon or Per- 
ons, thall for every ſuch Offence, forfeit and Pay the Sum of | 

That the Church-wardens of each Pariſh, when any Fire ſhall happen, to be Obliged ( upon 
Notice given ) to cauſz ſome of the Bells to Ring Backwards, which ſhall be the Notice to bring 
the Fire-men Together. : 

This Method is humbly conceived by the Condu@ of the Managers, the uſe of Engins, Buc- 
kets, £7c. together with the Skill of rhe Fire-men, Twenty of which by Experience do more Ser- 
vice ( and may in all probabiliry ſoon Extinguiſh Fires) and are of more Uſe then Five Hun- 
dred of the common pretended Afſhſtants, which ſtop the Way, and by rheir Unskilfulnefs, often 
increaſe Fires, and occaſion ill Perſons to ſteal Goods. 

That it will be of very Great Benefit to all Owners of Houſes, both by raifing the Value of their 
Eſtates, and ſaving many of them from Ruin : And alſo to the Tenant, by preventing that Common No- 
rorious prattice of Stealing their Goods, which ſometimes proves almoſt the Ruin of many of them, 

That this may be ormed at the Charge following, v:z. AlF-houſes valued at 50/7. or un- 
der, to pay 1 s. Yearly, and all Houſes valued at above 5e/. and under 500 /. to pay 1 s. for 
the firſt 50 /. and after the Rate of 9d. per Cent. per Ann. for the Remainder. All Houſes va- 
lued at above 500 /. and under 2000 /. to pay. the Rates aforeſaid for the firſt 500 /. and after 
the Rate of 6 d. per Cent. per Ann. for the Remainder.

| of England, now Deceas*d ) did Set up an Inſurance Office on 

Births, Marriages, and Services, in-order thereby to ſerve the 
Publick, and get an honeſt Livelyhood for her ſelf. 

THE faid Dorothy had ſuch Succeſs in her Undertaking, that more 
Claims were paid, and more Stamps us'd for Policics and Certificates in her 
Office than in a'l other the like Offices in London belides ; which good For- 
tune was chicf}\ owing to the Fairneſs and Juſtice of her Proceedings in 
the ſaid Buſineſs : For all the Money paid into the Office was Entered m

In the mean time Sir Samuel! having already a Patent to make [earch and diſcover what others are doing in this kinde, how ſha!l 
men be ſure he will not preſent the Models of other mcns Inventions as his own paſt Atchievements ; or that he will not at atiy 
time hereafter preſent the ſucceeding Endeavours of other men, as the new Addittons of his own ? 

The Bill lays a ſevere penalty upon thoſe that imitate Sir S2xexe/s pait [nventions, or ſubſequent Additions; though it is impoſlt- 
ble to know either what they are, or will be : and > 1n this caſe as impoſlible to avoid being ruined by laudable Endeavours tor 
nothing but Publick good.

Here was a little Houſc adjoining to his Dwelling-houſe of about Four Yards Square, the W al! 

of it about Seven Foot high, coverd with a Thatched Roof: T his Houſe was his Brew-houle 

and Baking-houle ; within it ſtood a great Copper juſt under the I hatch, the R oom nor being 
Chambered Upon the 15th of April laſt Mr. Readings Family were Brewing within this.Place, and 
that Night brought much W ood into it to Boil the Liquor, and more then did it, and leir it there 
careleſly : Now it ſo happened that that W ood took Fire that Night, and got to the T hatch, and 
{o ſet Fire to that Houſe; and thereby his Dwelling-houſe was allo Burnt : And that the Fire fo hap- 
pened, is demonſtrable for thele Reaſons, viz. 

1, The Servants who were in the Houle perceiving a great Smoak roſe out of Bed, and the Maid 
running out cried Fire, and faid, Wo worth this Bookers Wife (who was the Perſon whom Mr. Reading 
imployed to be his Brewer) ſhe hath undone us : One Thomas Parrot their near and next Neighbour 
hearing the Maid thus Cry out, came running haſtily ; when he got thither, he ſaw no Fire breaking 
out outwardly, only a great Smoak through the Thatch, the Fire was within, he {aw none break 
forth: And it being a low Houle, as is aforeſaid, he got upon the Houte R idge on one tide, and pulled 
all the T hatch offthere; and one jatſon a Weak Old Man who lodged in Mr. Reading's Houle that Night, 
got upon another patr of the outſide, but had not ſtrength enough topull oftthe T hatch where he was,lo that 
the Fire prevailed upon him, and got hold of the T hatch, and burnt our furiouſly ,infomuch as they two 
could not quench it, bur it ſoon got hold of the Dwelling-noule, which was allo T hatched, and fo burnt ir. 

2. The {aid Parrot Depoled upon Oath, the Fire was occattoned as atorclaid ; and that had there 
been another Man as ſtrong as himlelt, chey could have ſaved all che Buijdings I he Night was very

Calm, and by the help of this Parrot, and ſome others that came afterwards, molt of Nr. Reading x 
Houſhold Goods were ſaved ( except ſome Lumber Goods ) 

3- T henext day after the Fire, Mr, Keading contrived how he might lay the Burning of it to the charge 
ot the Country, and told his Servants he muſt Charge the Country with it : And to that end, he and 
{ome with him, made ſome Matches with Line-hards, of Tow,wrapped together, and tied on a Stick, and 
got another thing wherewith he uſed to Greaſe his Coach, and then carried them amongſt the I hatch 
which was fala from the Houſe, and had c{caped Burning, and laid them down there, and then took 
them up again and faid to them, Now you ſee I took theſe T hings from amongſt the T hath; and when you 
are called to it, you may ſafely Swear you fee me take them out of the 'I hatch. 

4. Mr. Reading afterwards going to a Juſtice of Peace, and taking his Maid Servant Sz{an Windei 
with him, would have had her to have Sworn that thoſe Matches were found amongſt the I hatch, and 
:hat the Houle was Burnt thereby, and ſhe would not ; and he was thereupon very angry with her 
'nd ſaid, What then came you with me hither for ? | 

5. Mr. Reading having a great Malice againſt T homas Sparke a Commoner in Epworth, was very delt 
-ous to have laid the Burning of his Houle to his Charge; and accordingly toon atter the Fire, he went 
0 Rice Aldus's Houle in Belton, to enquire whether Sparke was there all that Night the 15:h of April, 
vecaule he was told he was: Aldrs telling him he was there the whole Night, Mr. R eading would have 
pcriwaded him to have faid, that be was out two hours of the Night ; but Aldus tully iatistying him he 
was not, Mr. Reading made anſwer, If it ve ſo, then I doubt the Fire came by the careleſeneſs of my own 
Servants ; for they had much Wood that Night in the Brew houſe. 

6. Mr. Reading out of his further miſchievous Malice would have perſuaded 7 ho Parrot and Suſan 
Winder to ſay and ſwear, that Gunpowder was ſtrewed in fome places about the Houle : And ſaid to 
them, Do you not ſee Powder lie bere ? whereas it was nothing but ſome black Aſhes or Cinders of 
{ome burnt Wood ; and they could ſee no Powder: 

7- Mr. Reading by a late ſcandalous Printed Paper of his, charges the Burning of his {aid Houſe on 
all the Commoners : ut all along ſince the Fire he did not fo, ſometimes he charged it upon one, and 
atrer upon another ; and he Bound the ſaid T ho. Sparke over to the laſt Aſſizes at Lincoln about it ; 
and when he ſaw how he was provided with Witneſſes to make his Defence,being prepared to prove 
all the aforeſaid things, then he preferred no Indictment againſt him. 

Sd. Mr. Reading hath ſince faid to Robert Whiteley, That he, and none bur he burnt the ſaid Houle, 
And allo to Robert Bernard, he and the ſaid Sparke burnt it : And at other times he charged Richard 
Scot, William Veſſey, and William Kynman with it: 


Now upon all theſe Circumſtances, which are great Truths, it is moſt evident, the Fire accidentally -bapned by the careleſsneſs of 


Mr. Readings Servants, as many times (too often) Fires in other Places have done : Aud this will be made evidently appear by 
credible Witneſſes.

Humbly ſubmitted to the Honourable the Houſe of Commons. 


O ſooner was the Fire qyer, but one Mr. Pemberton, (in whoſe empty Houſe 
the Fire began,) was ſued, by one Mr. Davs, at Law, for a Houſe and Goods the ſaid 
Davs had burned down; atid the Court Awarded, That Pemberton ſhould pay Davs 

| 350 1. The next Sunday following, Pemberton Catiie to the Sufferers, and made his Pro- 

poſal, © That if we would ſign a Releaſe to him that We would not ſue him for our Loſſes, he 

& would lay down the Money to proctire the King's Letters Patents to colle(t the Charity of well 

* diſpoſed Perſons throughout England for our Relief, He told me, He had 5kill in the Buſineſs, and 
that he knew ſome Men in the Country that had got good Eſtates by gathering Charity, and 

'that it would be a conſtafit Spring to us: Theſe Inſiruiations prevailed. wich us to ſign his Releaſe ; 
which we all did. A Meeting was appointed to conſult what was to be done; and, according to 

his dire&ion, a Petition was drawn tp to the Bench of Juſtices at the Quarter-Seflions held at 
Peſtminſfter : Which (after we had proved our loſſes)" was gratited; and the Major part of the 

Bench of Juſtices ſigned our Certificate for 3035 1. loſs; 'which Certificate was thus expreſſed : 
We whoſe Names are hereunto Subſcribed, do Certifie, That on the 1 6th of April 1697 there was, a loſs br 
Fire in Derby: Coure, Weſtminſter, amounting to 30351. « bas been proved before us. This Genera 
Certificate not naming the Number of Perſons, together with their reſpe&ive Sums they loſt. 
there were five Perſons put into the Patent'for 18811. 10s. and two of the Real Sufferers left our 
of the Patent ; four of the five Perſons are not yet known; the 5th was Pemberton himſelf, for 
400 1. loſs, though his Houſes were inſured to their full value, if not much above the worth of 
them, being inſured, as I am informed, in two Offices. Pemberron, after we had procured the 

Juſtices Certificate, lets the Sufferers know nothing further of the Matter; but names Truſtees, agrees 
with ColleRors, and takes their Securities, which wasa Bond of 10004, for the Security of 303 /. 
When $000 Briefs had been ſent abroad, Fgned by four honeſt Gentlemen;whoſe Names he had pre. 
ſumed to putin, together with five more that knew nothing of any ſuch Patent; he having got four 
hands, adds a 5th Name himſelf, then giveth Notice to the Sufferers, That the Patent was out, and 
that, if we pleaſed, we _ ſee it; and, to excuſe himſelf, lays all the fault upon the Lord 
Chancellor, That his Lordſhip put in the Truſtees and ColleQors, and took their Securities. 
Then did I take the Names of all the Truſtees, and I went to them ſeverally, to know of them, 
when they met together to chooſe Colle&ors, and take their Securities : They told me, They 
never met, for Pemberton brought the Papers to them to ſign ; three of the :Truſtees knew no- 
thing of any ſuch Patent ; and two refuſed to ſign the Papers, becauſe they were not ſum- 
moned to meet altogether, and four were prevailed with to ſign ſome of the 8000 Papers to ſend 
abroad into the Country. Then did I leave written Summon's at each Truſtees Houſe, to 
meet at the Chriſtian Coffec-houſe in King-ftreet, Wi/tminfeer ; and I prevailed with Dr, 01dys to 

ive them a Meeting, and to lay before them the fraud committed by Pemberton, and the great 

Faſt repoſed in them : This Meeting was the 5th of November, 1698. fo I heard nothing 

further, and the Date of the Patent almoſt out, and not one penny paid to the Sufferers, On 

the 3d of May 1699, I drew up a Writing, That if the Major part of the Sufferers would join 
with me in an humble Petition to my Lord Chancellor, I hoped his Lordſhip would grant us 
ſome Relief. There" were 13 Perſons out of 18, real Sufferers, that joined in the Petition to my 

Lord Chancellor. Ar the firſt hearing, his Lordſhip declared before the whole Court, That there 

was never ſuch an abuſe put upon the Broad Seal, and committed Pemberton to the Priſon of the F leer, 

till he conſidered of further Puniſhment for him ; but Pemberton found out Friends to appeaſe the 

Lord Chancellor's Wrath; and in a ſhort time after, his Lordſhip was diſmiſſed the Seals, and 

the preſent Lord Keeper pur in; to whom, upon the 17th of April, 1701. we drew up an 

humble Petition for a Rehearing of our whole Cauſe ; and in May following his Lordſhip made 

a very full Order, thereby referring it to a Maſter of Chancery, to Inſpett and Report all 

the Particulars relatins to the ſaid Matter: And the ſaid Maſter havins made his Report. by

which it doth appear, That Tomas Love, Wilimm Ravſhaw and Thomas Commberlain, all living in 
S::F2rd Town, wit live been Common ColleRors for ſuch Purpoſes for above Twenty Years, 
have been guilty of Counterfeiting Briets, and other great frauds; it appears, That there are 
fewer Briels by 1529 ſent up, than by the Truſtees Accounts they had fent them, inc'uding and 
accounting the Coumerieit Breits, and others Printed at Exeter, and the many Indoriments on 
ſome Breits all of one hand Writing, and above a thouſand Places according wo Account of 
Parithes in England, befides L-n4mm and Middle/ex, aiter all their bringing in, ot whhch they have 
given no Account, Whither any thing colle&ted or not. There were 114 Breifs returned from 
Cumbrriand and HWeftmeriand, as miany as there are Pariſhes in thoſe Counties, returned ewo 
Years and an halt atter that by the Briefs themſelves it appears they were read. The Sufferers re- 
ctived not one Penny beiore the Patent had been out a Quarter of a Year, and then on com- 
p'aint to the Lord Chancellor there was 12951. paid in to the Truſtees Now by the Matters 
Report it appears, amongſt other things, thus, v:2. It has been admitted betore me, that thee 
are more Briefs yer ſtanding out and pot returned ; but in what Counties or Places the ſame lye 
in, and in What Counties or Pl:ces.the Briefs returned by them were laid, has not been made out 
to me by the ſaid Collectors; - nor can poſlibly be gathered by the Briets brought before me, 
which lie in {mall Parcels, containing Briefs returned from different Counties, with a very great 
number of Indorſements. in the Place of Briefs which ſhould have been returned, and by which 
Indorſements the aforeſaid number of Briets are made up: I further Certifie that it has been 
objected before me on the part of the ſaid Mrs. Mortimer, that beſides the not returning the Briefs 
in time according to the ſaid Coliztors Bonds, there appears to be two other Impreſſions of 
Brief amongſt the Briefs returned, beſides thoſe delivered out by the Truſtees, and which were 
Printed by Mr. F-n:: in the Sawy; ſome of which were Printed at Exeter, and are fo 
mentioned to be at the bottom of them; and others are with an Imprefſion imitating thoſe Prin- 
red by Mr. ones in the Szv:7, with his Arms and Name thereto, which were not Printed by the 
faid Mr. F»e-,but by fome other Perſon ; and that the Major part of thoſe laſt mentioned Briefs are 
amongſt thoſe which have been returned ſince the before mentioned Matters were referred to me ; 
and that there are many Briefs returned with the Indorſements written all with one Hand ; and 
that ſome have many Indorſements written on one Brief, relating to divers Pariſhes, all of one 
hand Writing ; and that above 750 Briefs have been returned without any Money colleted 
on them, and many of them having no more, beſides the Pariſh, than the Words Ning Cl. 
le#ed, indor(2d on them ; and that there are a few ſmall narrow Scripts of Paper, inſtead of 
mn, yng that nothing is ColleCted in Pariſhes Named therein, without the Hand of the

2. ANY Perſon, heving in himlelt the T:rle ro a whole Ship, may (if he 
echans to Cheat) fell Twenty, or Thirty, Sixteenth Parts thereof, and thereby 
Chezt feveral Perions, and nor be ſoon Diſcovered : And that ſuch Cheats have 
been oiten Aﬀead, many Eminent Merchants, and Trades-Men, in Lonaon, can Teſtify. 

:. SUCH Cheazs, occafion Diſputes, amongſt the Owners of Ships, about 
their Trtles ; And thereupon, many Ships are Stop't from their intended Vey- 
67e5, ind Iye, and Rot before ſuch Deſpures, are ended. 

4. T HESE Diſcourggements, and others, that proceed from them, make all 
AM:rchants; and other Perſons, who have had the Experresce therecf, (as much 
25 poſfible they can) avoid being Ozzers of Ships ; And rather chuſe ro ire 
Ships to carry their Geeas, than to Buy, or Euila. 

5. THE Hireing of Ships by Merchants, and not being Owners thereof, 
often proves very Prejudxial ta them; For they cannot be ſo Trzh, and 
H-artily Served by the Maſters of ſuch Hired Ships, (who often preter the 
Good of their Omners betore the Merchants Intereſt) as they would be by Maſters 
of their Own Ships.

That whereas oftentimes Ships are Loſt; and Goods Saved, or great part of them, when- in Reaſon the A(- 
fired oug|!1t for the Benekic of the Aﬀlurers, to take care of the Saving and Diſpoling of the ſame, the Aſlurers 
allowing the Charge, they now pretend being over and fully Aſſured, to Renounce to the Aflurers, who being 
fo many ſeveral People, come to great Loſs thereby z Whereas were the Aſſured obliged to take care of his. 
own Salvages, and the Affurers to niake good the Remainder of the Loſs of their Subſcriptions, there would : 
be a great deal Saved thereby, and the Aſſured no Loſer.

REASONS 
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By the SOciETIES of the Mr xes-RoraAL, &c. 
who Inſure Ships and Merchandize, with the 
Security of a Depoſited Foint-Stock. 


NSURANCE of Ships and Merchandize never was a Trade ; 
No Perſon was ever bound Apprentice to it; all Trades have their 
particular Laws to ſecure them: But the Bulinefs of Inſarance, 
is an Incident proper to encourage and ſupport Trade, and 
what any Perſon may undertake, And, with a Joint-Stock, can 
be done with more Security and Expedition. 

It is alledged, "That Inſurance has been on a good Foot, in Londoy, 
for many Years paſt; and, That the Merchants and others who ſigned 
a Petition againſt a Company, were a greater Number than ever Peti- 
tioned the Crown on _y other Occaſion. Oa the contrary, the Num- 
ber of Merchants who ſigned Petitions and Certificates for the preſent 
Company, are double the Number of thole that petitioned agatraſt ir : 
And many of the moſt eminent Merchants who at firit ſigned againſt 
a Company (convinced of the Security and Diſpatch thereof beyond 
that of private Inſurers) do their Buſineſs with the Company ; and no 
leſs than Seventy Three of thoſe Merchants are endeavoring to be in- 
corporated : All which plainly demonſtrates, That what the private In- 
ſurers have aſſerted, is not proved beyond ContradiQtion. 

It is admitted, "There are ſome good Merchants that are private In- 
ſurers, But the Number 1s by no means equal to what Trade re- 
quires. And it 1s notorious, that a great Part of the Buſineſs is of- 
ten enterprized by Men of ſmall Subltance, known ſcarce to any but 
their (common Vouchees) the Office-Keepers, or Policy-Brokers, whereby a 
Multiplicity of vexatious Diſputes and Loſſes have ariſen, to the Ruin 
of many Families. And fince the chicft Advocate for the private 
Inſurers, has owned, bctore the Committee of the Honourable Houſe 
of Commons, that a Corporation with a Joint-Stock 'is ſecurer than 
private Inſurers ; Surely then it may be left to all Merchants and 
others (to avoid the Mistortune of being diſappointed) to-make choice 
of a Merhod by a Company more for their Security and Diſpatch. 

The private Inlurers tay, they have a great Reputation with Fo- 
reign Merchants, which 1s plainly otherwite; when thoſe Foreign Mer- 
chants often allow their Correlpondents here, Half per Cear. or One per 
Cent. for Infuring the Inſurers, over and above the Premium and Com- 
miſſion. Azd, admitring thoſe Correſpondents do loſe, here, that Ad- | 
vantage by Alluring now with a Corporation, they get twice as much | »* 18

by the Increaſe of Commiſſions they receive, with greater Gain :0 cl 2 
Nation. 

It is allow'd, That ſeveral eminent Merchants ſigned ® Petition 
againſt a Corporation, Then apprehending it was for a Ciartcr exclu- 
ſive of private Inſurers ; Bur, tince that Time, many -or thole very 
Merchants do their Bulinelſs with the Company, and hare {ign'd Pe- 
titions or Certificates in their Favour : Shewing, The Advantages 
thereot to Trade. 

It is alledged, That the late Attorney and Sollicitor General made 
a Report to His Majeſty againſt erecting any Corporation for Inſu- 
rance ; But*ghoever reads that Report, wil! obſerve, That in ever 
Article thereof, The Evidence and Arguments tor a Charter, outweigh 
thoſe given againit One ; The former being ſupported by many Mer- 
chants, and the latter by a few, with ſome private Inturers and inte- 
reſted Qffice-keepers : And will alſo find, The laid Report is not agaialt 
a Charter abſolurely, But only ſuggeſts Fears in cale it ſhould prove 
amiſs ; There having then been no Experimeart made thereof. 

In the Report of the Lords Commiſſioners of "Trade and Planta- 
tions, The Arguments on both Sides are fer in fo true and clear a 
Lighr, That it is evident, Theic Lordſhips had no Objections to His 
Majeſty's granting a Charter- for this Purpoſe. 

The then Petitioners did nor loſe their Hopes of obtaining a Char. 
ter for the Purpoſe of Afſuring Ships and Merchandize ; Bur the Ex1- 
gency of Foreign Trade requiring an immediate Remedy to the 
Evil complain'd of, from the Exadrons, Inſccurities and Delays uſed in 
the Method of Private Inturances, And being willing to remove the 
Fears hinted at in the then Attorney and Sollicitor-General's Report ; 
The Company taking firſt the Opinion of eminent Council learned in 
the Law, whether they might lawfully Aſſure Ships and Merchandize 
in their Corporation-Capacity : And there being many Precedents of 


_ the like Nature, and no Law, or Judgment, or Precedenr, in Con- 


ſtruction of Law, againſt it ; Retolv'd ro make the Experiment. 
And to avoid doing any Thing unacceptable ro the Crown, They did 
(before they entred on the Buſineſs of Infurance) humbly defice 
Leave, to petition His Majeſty for His Royal Favour and ProreQtion ; 
which Favour being allow'd, they preſeated their humble Peririon in 
a full Body, Setting forth the many Advantages the Publick would 
reap by the Undertaking, eſpecially at that Time, when the Breaking 
out of a War with Spa:zz had brought new Diriculties on Trade ; 
And were very gracioully received : So far is the Company from de- 
ſerving the aeteſtable Imputation, of bidding Dehance to His Majeſty's 
Prerogative. Bur that 1s juſtly charged on the Private Inſurers and their 
Agents, for oppoſing what His Majeſty has graciouſly countenanced 
for the Security of Trade and Navigation. 

Aſter taking theſe Steps, The Company began the Buſineſs of Af. 
ſuring Ships and Merchandize ; And by conſtant and diligent Atr- 
rendance, And tair Managemenr, have given intire Satisfaction to che 
Merchants ; And the Advance of their Stock may chiefly be aſcribed 
to their Reputation fo well Eſtabl:ſhed ; For the Company have not 
been concerned or vcritured one Shilling in the perilous Myſtery of 
Stock-jobbing. _ | 

The Company deny, That they ever encourag'd the Setting up 
any of the Projects now taken Notice of by the Wiſdom of Parlia- 
ment : But ſay, Their Undertaking is ſo far from turning Peoples 
Heads from Trade, to Cheating one another, Thar it rends directl, 
to turn, or rather to encourage Traders to Return to their TRoes and 

x 47 Merciian- 
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Merchandize (the beſt Means to pay the Nations Debts) and efte 
Qtually to prevent the notorious Cheats that the private Method of 
Inſurance 1s liable to. | 

A Corporation tor Inſurance of Ships and Merchandize, cannot be a 
Monopoly ; For the Merchants are, and will always be at liberty to In- 
ſure, either with che Company, or Private Men, as they are belt uſed ; 
why may not one Company and private Inſurers ſubliſt, as well as one 
Bank and private Bankers? If ever the Company get all the Buſineſs 
of Aſſurance, it muſt be from their ſuperior Security, Diſpatch and 
fair Ulage; For if they ſhould grow Exorbitant, the Merchants will 
Inſure one another, Though the preſent Inſurers ſhould be ſo angry as to 
refuſe them. Ir is well known, Thar if they had been confined only to 
the private Inſurers, the Premiums would have run much higher than 
lately they have done, during the War with Spain: From whence it 
15 obvious to every diſintereſted Perſon, of what Advantage thisgVn- 
dertaking has buen, and will be to Trade in general. 

The Stock of the Company has been jultly accounted for to the 
Honourable the Committee of the Houſe of Commons; which effe- 
Qually aniwers the falſe Inlinuations of its being divided out, to the 
Ruin of thoſe concerned therein. 

We hope ir has been proved, before the Attorney-General, That the 
Charter of the Mzes-Rozal, the Mineral and Battery-Works are not obſolete; 
But that the Company have all along, and do till carry on the proper 
Buſineſs for which they were incorporated ; '] hat the preſent Members 
were regularly admitted ; And that by Inſuring Ships and Merchandize, 
they are doing that, which is not only lawful for them to do, but 
a Bulineſs very Advantageous to Trade and Navigation, and to the 
Increaſe of his Majeſty's Revenues. 

Ic is evident (as they threatned) That the Private Infurers Office- 
keepers, and their Agents, have Spirited up the vaſt Number of Inſu- 
rances ſer on Foot, in hopes, by multiplying them, to make it worth 
no Company's While, to continue the Buſineſs: Or, when the Num- 
ber became a Nuſance, to get them all Damn'd together. Thus are 
the Merchants oblig'd to theſe private Inſurers, Office-keepers and their 
Apents, who are only difpleas'd, that the Company give greater Secu- 
rity and Diſpatch than they can: And that the Office keepers are like 
ro loſe that profitable Branch of underwriting Policies with fititious 
Names; A flagrant Initance whereof we hare lately, on the Vanſutart *, 
bound to the Eaſ?-/ndies, which had not been diſcover'd, but that the 
Ship happen'd to be loſt. 

The Credit of this Undertaking is now extended to all His Ma» 
jeſty's Dominions, and to the neighbouring Nations. Great Numbers 
of Traders, and their Families, have large Dependances on the 
Company for their Inſurances. The Proprietors, who are near Four 
Hundred, and (moſtly) Men eminent in Trade and Merchandize, 
Humbly hope, they may juſtly Eſteem their reſpective Intereſts therein, 
as Property and Eſtates in Law: And, That the Honourable Com- 
mittee appeinted ro Enquire into, and Examine the ſeveral Subſcrip- 
tions, fc, that were for «njuſlifiable Projets, and miſchievoas to the 
Pablick, will find, this Undertaking was begun long before the Occa- 
ſion of ſuch Complaint was given ; and, Thar it is a national Advan- 
tage contributing to the Increaſe of the Britiſh Trade and Navi-

That the ſaid Ship belonged to Reb. Oxwick, and Company , built in the River of 
T hames , and all her Owners alſo Engliſh men. 

After the Fngli/h were ſo taken, they implored de 1a Roach , and others of the 
French Commanders to put them on ſome of the Canary Iſlands, and afterwards on 
Cape de Verde Iſlands : anſwer was made them, that they ſhould notbe ſet on an 
Chriſtian ſhoar, for they would not have them to get home to England to tell Tales. 

That when the Eng/1/h asked them wherefore they took them, and not three other 
Engli9Thips that were within a League of them?they anſwered, that if thoſe Ships in 
ſight were for Spaniards accounts and laden with Wines, that they would take 
them, and ſer their Ship at liberty, for that they had no Commiſſion to take Fg- 
li; alrhough they bad mer with divers Engls/5 ſhips they had not medled with 
them. 

T hat they could not obtain any Commiſſion againſt the Eng/;/,they having tay- 
ed in Rechel many daies, in expeRation to have procured a Commillion before their 
departure. | 

That they knew that the Peace was made betwixt France and England. 

That they were ordered to go for Lixbea to have takenin Wines for their Proyi- 
ſions, for Malagaſca,andrhe Red Sea, whether they ſaid they were bound, but were 
hindred by contrary Winds, which was the reaſon they reſolvedto go to the Cang- 
73-INauss, knowing that they ſhould be ſupplied thereabouts, 1t being the ſeaſon of 
the year , that if they had been laden withany other Merchandice, they would nor 
have medled with them. But their neceflity was great for the Wines for their lon 
Voyage, but aſſuredthem that their Setters-forth were very rich men,& well able to 
pay for the Ship and Lading , and believed that they muſt make farisfation for the 
ſame. 

That they afterwards ſet the Maſter , andthirteen more of the Ezglif, (having 
ſtript them, and moſt cruelly uſed them) aſhoar in G«iz»y amongſt the barbarous 
Negroes, leaving them no other ſuſtenance than one hundred weight of Bisker, and 
a Pipe of Wine, where they were fifteen Weeks in great perill and hazard of their 
lives, and then by a miraculous providence met with an opportunity of Tranſporta- 
tionin a Flemmiſh Veſſel. 

That they carried away with them violently the Maſter , his Mate, and allthe 
reſt of the Engliþin their Ships, rogether with the Endeavor , 1nd her whole La- 
ding, two of the Engli/p afterwards in anorher place in Grizxey caſt themſelvevin 
the night into the Sea througha Port-hole, and moſt ſtrangely eſcaped, and at- 
rerwards got for England. 

Theſe proofs as they were commanded to be taken by his Highneſs ſpecial Order, 
ſo the Judges ofthe Admiralty were commanded to remit them for Par;«, which 
were Sealed by them, and ſent accordingly. And by order of the Kings Council they 
were tranſlated in French in the year 1656. 


His late Highneſs wasgratiouſly pleaſed to write his ſeveral Letters to the King, 
and Cardinal, dated in September, 1656. andin Fane 1657. preſling that Juſtice 
might be done us; and as well his faid Highneſs, as the Right Honourable his Secre- 
tary 7 hrlce have alſo wrote ſeveral Letters to the Lord L:ckhart, that he ſhould 
urgently uſe his interceſſion for the ſame, according to the Treaty by which it is capi- 
tulated, that within three months in all ſuch caſes Juſtice ſhould be done. 

The Ambaſſador the Lord Lockhart interpoſed , when our proofs and Petitions 
were preſented in the Council, yer notwithitanding they would not admit them be- 
fore they had given advice thereof to the Marſhal de Al Ree, and that they had his 
anſ{wer.Then atcer ſome monthsthey permitted us toproceed in the courſe of Juſtice, 
and made a Decree that rhe faid Marſhall ſhould appear by ſuch a time, but neicher 
he , cor any other for bim doing it, Whereupon we obtained a ſecond Decree from 
the King, and Council, dated tht 27 of ?anwary, 165, that the ſaid Marſhal ſhould 
have yer two months time more to make his appearance for his diſcharge or defence, 
before Judgement ſhould be given. The 20 of Feb. following we cauſed the faid De- 

cree

cree to be notified (to our great charge Zikimcd ) And the 8.0f May 1657. teſti- 
mony is given by the notary of the Council , that neither he, nor any other for him 
had appeared,burt ſtood out in contempt, and rebeldia. 

Then the Lord Lockhart, andour Agent preſt urgently fora hearing, and for a 
ſentence, which according to Juſtice, and to their proceedings and Laws they ought 
togive us; andit wasthe firit of September, 1657. beforethe Courr could be got to 
hear thecauſe, and their ſentence was : | 

* That they the Court ſhould write to the King to beſerch his Majeſty that he would 
* writetothe Marſhal. 

The {xt of Oobey following,the Maſter of Requeſts was to be ſent into Brittany, 
by the Order of the Council, to recover our monies of the Marſhaj. 

The 2. of Jannary 16%. the Maſter of Requelts returned from Brirtany, and then 
they offered our Ambaſſador 8000 Piſtols compoſition. 

Seeing that we could have no Juſtice in France , we returned to make our reitera- 
ted Complaints to his Highneſs of their proceedings,and Petitioned again for Letters 
of Repriſal., Whereupon, 

The 25 of March 1658. his Highneſs Council of State ordered that the Judges of 
the Admiralty , andbicklighaels,rogether with his Advocate, ſhould examine and 

eruſe our Papers, and give their Ju dgements thereupon, and to report the ſame. 

The faid Judges, and his Highneſs Advocate did unanimouſly certifie, that we 
ought to have reſtitution for the Ship and Goods , with dammages amounting to 
16587. {. for that it was a foul ſpoil donecontrary to the Treaty , Laws of 
Nations, and common right. 

The 109. of ne enſuing, the ſame was ſeen by his Highneſs Honourable Council, 
where we continued to Petition for Letters of Reprizal for our Reparation,' many 
Familiesas wellas Perſors being hereby ruined, it was Ordered by the Council, That 
Mr, Secretary T hurlce ſhould ſend Copies of the ſaid Report, with his Letters, both 
to the French Ambaſſador, and to the Lord Lockhart , deſiring them to make their 
Addrefles , that ſudden fatisfation ſhoud be given us, which effeQually his Honour 
wrote preſently,and the ſame were delivered. 

In order thereunto the Lord Lockhart wrote to Count Bryexe the Secretary of 
State, how that if they gave us not ſatisfation , Letters of Reprizal would be iſſucd 
for the Relief of the Engliſh, tor that his Highneſs could not be ſo tender of others 
Subjects that had done the wrong, , as of his own that had received it; bnt all hath 
notavailed , for we can get noſatisfation, 


* When they had noticein France of our Petitioning for Letters of Reprizal, and 
© thatthe Judges of the Admiralty were commanded to make known to his Highneſs, 
& andto his Council of State, the caſe, and how barbarouſly and cruelly they had u- 
* ſed us contrary to the Treaty. 

Then we received advice from Pars , dated May 22. 1658. in theſe words : 

There is a decree againſt you here , and Monſieur Petit our Ambaſſadors Agent 
defiredto have it out , but they will not give it , the Maſter of Requeſts hath been 
much againſt you, yet he ſaith he ts not ſatisfied in it yet , foitislike that they Re- 
pent it, 

By another of the 26. of the ſaid month , 7t zs wery true that they have condemned 
your Ship as lawful Prize , but how the condemnation is I know not , for they will not 
give it out ;, by which you may perceive their Juſtice , and the Reporter B»ſberar, 
(much againſt the intereſt of Engliſ) confeſſed to Mr. Petit, and Mr. Aorrel, that 
1c wasnot done according toa legal courſe of Juſtice, 

The 16. of f:*ne , Toxr Counſellor hath petitioned the Court for a Copy of your pa- 
pers , and of the ſentence, bur itis denied, ſaying, that they are in ſeveral mens hands, 
and that we could not have them. 

The 27 of Zly, That the Papers cannot be got , nor will they, except his Higneſs 
deſire them;

It is adviſed that the of State hath 40aoo Livers Stock with the Marſhal 
de Mil Ree in the Malagaſca delign. 

We have had an Agent in Pars upwards of thirty months attending this buſineſs, 
who was never adviſed that any ſentence was to be given , butit was ſecretly done 
without any notice, or our Council ſo much as being heard, when for {ixteen 
months before we were daily preſſing the Court for a hearing and for Juſtice. 


It is preſumed that they grounded their ſentence on the dayes, asif by the Treaty 
they might lawfully then take us, and not be liable to make reſtitution. 

Andthat Monſieur Burdoes had writ to their Secretary Coxnt Bryen , that Mr. Se- 
cretary Thuyloe had allowed him fifteen dayes more than were at firſt agreed on, un. 
to which his Honour hath anſwered, that he never gave any ſuch dayes. 

They carried the Ship, lading , and Men dire&ly away with them , and never 
brought them to any Port in France, or Judicature, or Condemnation, cc. 

This was doneby their own private Authority , knowing of the Peace without 
Commiſſion, Examination, or Condemnation by any Court, wherefore they can pre- 
tend no colour for their taking us, for by the French Law it is moſt expreſly forbid- 
den, that none by private Authority ſhall ſer out ſhips to Sea, though againſt the 
enemies of France, without Commiſſion , wherefore they ſocruelly and barbarouſly 
uſed the Engliſp, and carried them away to conceal thecrime committed , and the 
puniſhment due to them for their ſo doing , to Friends in the time of Peace; yea 
when they knew that there was a Peace, carried all away, Ship, Lading , and Men, 
which by the French Law ſhould undergo both confiſcation of Goods, and Corporal 
puniſhment, and be made exemplary. 

By the 17 and 18. Article of the Treaty, it is agreed , That if any Commander of 
either Nation ſhall take any Prizes at Sea , they ſhall within four and twenty hoays 
deliver their Papers , Books, Bill of Cn , Cc. into the bands of the 7udges of the 
Admiralty , that the parties concerned might have Copies,and that the Sea-men ſhall 
not be taken out of their Ship, nor Bulk broken,nor any Goods taken out or put aſyoar 
without order of the Court of Admiralty. 

T hat they ſhall not takg ont the Maſters, or Officers ont of their Ships unleſs for ex- 
amination, and for that not above two or three of them ,*and they to be brought to the 
7 udges of the Admiralty within four and wnior's hours, and they are to be ſet at

New (tile, all Hoſtility from thence to ceaſe, 
all that have no Commiſſion or power from the King , are concluded hereby, and 
aQing without Law , or Judgement of any Court , as ſoon as their King makes 
any Peace with other Princes, they become trebly Delinquents: 1. To their King,

To conclude, the moſt this Clauſe can extend to , is for thoſethat were armed 
with lawful power by Commiſlton with a charge of purpoſe , and did not know of 
the peace, &c. brought the Ship, Lading, and Men into the Ports to be adjudged, 
and condemned , were thoſe for whom thoſe dayes were to be underſtood that were 
mentioned,to the end that a competent time might be given them whereby to hear of 
the peace, that they might come in, which works the Clauſe of the third Article. 

And what ſhall be taken upon any pretence aſter fourteen dayes next immediately af- 
ter the Publication, ſhall well and truly be ab wa &e.

HE ſaid Ship was 1n September, 1694. permitted by the Govern- 
ment to go to Gwmea, 1n the Service of the Royal African Com- 
pany, Manned with Sixty Men, and Thirty Guns, and from 

ONE inrended to Barbadoes and YVirema, 

In Joe 1695, She Arrived at Barbados with her Freight of Negroes, 
having {by the Providence of God) not bEuried oae Man, nor had one 
Man Sick during her Voyage to that Place. 

But immediately Upon her Arrival there, Capcain Dawley Commander 
of His Majefties Ship the Briſto! Preſt Fifteen of his Seamen, and in 
Three Dayes' after Captain Maſum, Commander of 4 ſmall Frigat Preft 
SIx more ; Upon which Mime more deſerted the Ship for fear as 1s ſup- 
pos d of the fa1d Uſage, 

There remained then on Board but Four Common Se: amen, beſides 
ae&es Boys, and about I wenty Olticers. And upon C onfultation they 
thought it not ſafe to proceed to Virginia (being fo difabled) but to deter- 
mine their Outward-Bound Voyage at Barbadoes. 

The Maſter there diſpoſing of his Negroes, and Lading home from 
thence to London, 

But finding his Number of Men inſufficient to Navigate his Ship 
and make any reaſonable Defence 1n Cate of an Attacque, Thought it 
adviſeable to Redeem Four of h1s Men of the Captains that Preſt them, 
at Five Pound per Man, and withal gave to the Captain of the Briſtol Ten 
Pound to Convoy him Clear of the Leeward Iſlands, 

In his Paſſage Home to Enzland, in Company with Eleven Sail more, 
was Met with by I wo French Privateers.; in Semndingr, and atter a Fight 
of Three Hours, in which the Captain and Six more were Killed, and 
SIX or Seven W ounded, the ſaid Ship and Four more were taken ; to the 
Loſs of the Intereſted in that fingle Ship above Twenty Five Thouſand

In all probability had he had his Compliment of Men he might have 
Eicaped ; the I'wo Privateers not exceeding him together in Number

ro and from all the navigable Ports of Bra=1/ and the Coaſt of Gmumey, in which

quaintance and Friendſhip amongſt the moſt eminent Merchants of Braz#? ; he torm'd, 
to himſelf a Scheme of Trade, greatiy advantagious to the Zn2hfh Trade in general, but pate 
ticularly to the Rozal African Company, whole Intercſt he had ercatly ar Heart, in caſe their 
FaQtories could protect the:Portugueſe in their Trade from Gurney. to Bra=xzl, or from trazzlto 
Guiney, from the Dutch, to whom they paid a Duty of 10 fer Cent. whereby the faid Com- 
pany would have 5 per Cent. for all Goods brought from Bra=l, and thereby the Portugueſe 
Trade with the Dutch would be carricd into the Channel of the E92/;/5 Tiade ; the Enghfh 
Nation and the Royal African Company in particular, would be +:catly improved, and gain 
thereby T wo tiundred Thouſand Pounds fer Auzum at a moderate Computation, 

Captain //a/! on his Arrival at Cape Coaft Caſtle, a Sctticment belonging to the faid 
Reyal African Company, communicated the {aid Scheme to Fohbu T iker, the ſaid Company's 
Generzl there, and cnquircd of him whether he had any Power or Authority to piotc& the 
Portugueſe Ships from Guzrey to Brazil, or from Brazil to Glmey ; who antwered, He had a 
general Power to do all Things trending to the Company's Interelt; ro which the faid J/all re- 
plycd, he was very ſcnſible he could protect ſuch Sivips as came to *D:xvcove, which took the 
Company's Colours; but iceming to doubt the Validity of his Piotegion to ſuch Ships as 
traded from Bratz! to Guiney, and from Ga:zey to Brazil, the General appeared unealy, and 
told. him, that the Portugueſe were a parcel of Fools, in fulerivg the intoicrable Yoke of rhe

On his arrival at Cape Coaſt, Captain Wall related to General Tinker, what paſſed between 
him and the private Trader, upon which the ſaid General again affirmed, That he had full Power 
to protet the Portugueſe in ſuch Trade as aforcſaid, and in a Paſſion declared, That if the 
private Trader was there, he wou!d puniſh him for ſpreading fo falſe a Report, and the ſaid 
IVall afterwards delivered to the ſaid General Zenker what Gold he had on Board, and 1300 
Rolls of Tobacco, marked with the Company's Mark, the Portuzueſe paying 5 per Cent. ac- 
cording to ContraQ. 

That General 7znker declaring his Intention of going for England, Captain Wall deſired, 
to be admitted into the Company's Service as a Factor; whereupon the General recom- 
mended the ſaid Fail to Frankim, Smith, and Roſs, who were Agents for the Royal African 
Company at Cafe Coaſt Caſtle, as a Factor ; and on the firſt Day of March 1725-6, he was 
appointed a Fator in the ſaid Roya! African Company's Service at Cape Coaſt, and ſet fail from 
thence the tourth Day of Zune following for Brazzl, receiving the Day before his Departure 
20 ]. by the Hands of the ſaid Franklm, Smith, and Roſs, in part of his Salary as Fator. 

After Captain //al!'s arrival at the Bay of Al/ Samts in Brazil, Meſlieurs Felix and Antonio 
fe Sylva, the former Owners, refitted out the Ship, and taking his Departure from thence, he 
ſosn arrived at the Coaſt of Gxiney, at the River St, Andrea, where the ſaid //all and ſeveral 
others were ſtruck blind with Lightning; notwithſtanding which Misfortune, the ſaid J/all, till 
zcalous for the Company's Intereſt, traded in every Port down the Coaſt, till he came to Cape 
Apollonia : But the Day after his Arrival there, a Dutch Galley arrived, which took the ſaid 
Wall and his Veſſel, rhough he ſhewed his Pats, and hoiſted the Royal African Company's 
Colours, all which they flighted, and carried him away Priſoner to the Mine Caſtlc, made a 
Seizure of his Ship and Cargo, and brought him betore the Dutch General, Minheer Valkineer, 
who told him, that he was ſorry for the Loſs of his Sight, but that he might be ſure of looſing 
his Life too, ſince *twas only what he deſerved, for endeavouring to deprive them of all the 
Brazil Trade, and aſſured him, that he would have Reaſon to curſe thoſe that employed him, 
and told the Captain, that he was afraid he had-becn too Zealous in ſerving the Royal African 
Company, that would not ſerve him in his Neceſlities ; how truc his Prophecy in this Inſtance 
proved, will appear by the Sequel of this Caſe to cycry impartial and unprcjudic'd Reader, 

The Dutch General then ordered the ſaid Portugueſe Captain and a Gentleman Paſſenger, 
and the Mate, whoſe Name was Philip Devereaux, to be confined, and ſet a Centry over 
them, and ordered the Ship's Cargo, Proviſions, and all her Lading to be brought athore ; the 
Loſſes hereby ſuſtained by the ſaid Owners, Captain and Sailors, was very confiderable, and 
the ſaid Captain's Loſs in particular, on his own Account, amounted to 700 4. and the Dutch- 
en likewiſe robbed him of a Diamond Ring, Diamond Bottons, two Suits of Cloaths, a 
Dozen Shirts and two Slaves. 

That one Nurry ſucceeding as General of Mere Caſtle, the ſaid Company's Agents demanded 
Captain Wall and other the unhappy Priſoners from the Dutch, which he not only refuſed to 
do, bur alſo ordered the ſaid Portugueſe Captain and Captain //a/1, to a Fort within a Gun-ſhot 
of the Mzne Caſtle, where they remained in a moſt deplorable Condition for the Space of a 
Hundred Days, deſtitute of all Subſiſtance, except the ſmall Pittance of Indian Corn Bread and 
Water ; and it being the rainy Seaſon, the Ground was continually wet, and during all that 
time the ſaid Yall had no Bed to lie on, but was forced to ſleep on the Ground, which in a 
great meaſuue prevented the Recovery of his Eyc-fight; and in ſhort, the Dutch omitted 
nothing that might render his Confinement as miſerable as poſlible. 

However the ſaid Franklin, Smith, and Roſs, found Means to convey a Letter to the ſaid 
Captain Yall, with a little Gold Duſt, to the Value of four Pounds, ro the great Relict of 
him and his Companions, and adviſed the ſaid /a/! to endeavour his Eſcape to the Iſland of 
St. Thome or Princes, where they would have ordered the ſaid Hall ſome Relief, which 
Letter Captain Ha# has now in his own Cuſtody to produce. | 

That upon the ſaid Captain's Relcafement out of his aforeſaid Impriſonment, he was in- 
humanly treated by the ſaid Portugueſe Sailors, who looked upon him as the Author of thcir 
Suffcrings, one of whom fircd a Piſtol at the ſaid Captain Wall, another with a Cutlafs cut a 
Piece off the Calf of his Leg, telling him, that as he was the Perſon ſent by the Agents of 
the Royal African Company, to protect the Portugueſe from the Impoſitions of the Dutch, 
he was the ſole Cauſe of their Sufferings, and of their Fellows looſing theic Lives and For- 
tunes. a 
That upon his Arrival at Brazil, the Portugueſe Owners of the Ship enquiring after 
+ the Cargo, he related the whole Ulage he had met with from them, till inſiſting on the 
| Goodneſs of his Protection ; but this was no Salvo for him, for they carried him on ſhor 
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zna connned nim Priſoner. The Pertugueſe Captaiti dying the very next Day of the Hneſ 
he had undergone, through the aforeſaid hard Ulage, it provoked a Relation bf his to ſcek 
the ſaid Captain Wall's Life, and if he had not been well beloved in the Country, the others 
Deſign would certainly have been cffced, and the eaſier, as the ſaid Yall was blind. 

' That as an Evidence of the Truth hereof, a true Copy of the Paſs to Captain all from the, 
ſaid Company's Fatory, (the Original being taken from him by the Dutch) the Bill of Lading 
of the ſaid Portuguſe Owners, as allo a Letter from the ſaid Owners to the ſaid Company's 
Fattory, complaining of the Invalidity of the ſaid Paſs, and demanding Reſtitution of their 
Loſſes, and the ſaid Fattor's Anſwer thereto, are now in the Hands of an emincnt Citizen, 
Merchant of London, ready to be produced for the Satisfaftion of any Perſon. 

That Captain JYall during his Confinement in Brazzl, ſent a Perſon at his own Charge, to 
the Agents at Cape Coaſt, to know why the Company's Fattor was ſuffered to remain a Priloner, 
who was conſcious of not having done any thing deſerving ſuch ſevere Hardſhips? and why he 
muſt bear the ſcurrilous and nnjuſt Scandal, which falſe Conſtruftions had thrown upon him, 
and in which the Company's Reputation had ſuffered by the Portugueſe Merchants looſing their 
Cargo, &c. when the ſaid Franklin, Smith and Roſs, in anſwer returned, That they were 
the Repreſentatives of the Company there, and if they had done any wiſe amiſs, the DireQors 
were liable tro give full Satisfaftion. 

Captain Wall having, with much Difficulty, obtained his Freedom, embarked for the Ifland 
of St. Thome, and afterwards proceeded to Cape Coaſt, where he enquired of Frank/in, the only 
Perſon he found there, in what manner he intended to give Satisfation for the Loſs of his Sight, 
exc. together with the Portugueſe Merchants Effects ; who anſwered, That as for the Lofs of 
his Sight, that was the Will of God, and as for the Portugueſe and his, and other Lofles, to- 
gether with his Salary, he believed the Company would fully reeompenſe him ; and further 
added, That in a few Days he himſelf ſhould embark for England, and would take him the 
ſaid Wall with him, that he might have an Opportunity of perlonally repreſenting his Caſe to 
the Company, in order to reccive due and ample SatisfaQtion. 

Thar accordingly Captain Yall came home with Mr. Franklin, in a Company's Ship called 
the Boneta, and a few Days after their Arrival in England, he was led bctore the Board of 
DireQors, of whom he demanded his Salary ; but they reply'd, They knew him not, neither 
did they give Orders to Tinker, Franklin, Roſs or Smith, to employ him, yet notwithſtanding 
their ſeeming Ignorance, gave him 2o Guineas, and adviſed him to ſue Roſs and Frank/in for 
his Claims of Salary, and Satisfaftion for Loſles and Sufferings; and Charles Hayes, Eſq; the 
Chairman of the ſaid Company, in particular, declared, they would afſliſt him in ſuch Proſecution. 

Purſuant to this Advice and Promiſe, Captain Wall, at a very great Charge, fucd the faid 
Franklin and Roſs, and thereby exhauſted his ready Money, without being in the leaft fup- 
ported in the Proſecution, as promiſed by the ſaid Mr, Hayes, which rendred the Advice of the 
ſaid Gentleman as pernicious to him in its EffeQts, as if it had been given with a View to opprelſs 
and ruin him. 

Not long after this fruitleſs Attempt, Captain Fa/l was thrown into the Fleet Priſon fot 
Debt, where he remained under a miſerable Confinement four Months, and muſt have in- 
evitably periſhed, had not a truly charitable and worthy Gentleman moſt ſcafonably reliey'd him.

5 5s. and that at ſeveral Payments, as if given in Charities, though they always took care 
to take Receipts for the ſame, and altogether refuſe to make any Satisfation for the ſame, or 
for his Loſles ſuſtained by his Capture by the Dutch, by means whereof, and for want of his 
Eye-ſight, the ſaid Captain Yall is reduced to the extreameſt Poverty in the Prime of his Age, 
being now in the Thirticth Year, and all this through his Zeal for the Company's Intereſt, and 
in Confidence of the Company's Power to ptoteCt the Portugueſe in fuch Trade, and the 
Aſſurances given him by the Company's Agents. | 

In recompence of all which almoſt unparalleled Hardfhips, Sufferings and Lofles, together 
with the irreparable Loſs of his Eyes, he now too experimentally finds the Words of the Dutch 
General true, by the Company's ſlighting him, and ſuffering him to labour under the moſt 


neceſſirous Circumſtances, ſo as ro be a real Object of Compaſſion to all charitable and 
well-diſpoſcd Chriſtians,
